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Introduction 


In recent years we have witnessed a revival of in¬ 
terest in astrology that has led more and more 
people of all ages and backgrounds to seriously 
study this ancient science. Some, through their 
concern with economic cycles, the behavior cy¬ 
cles of animals or the biorhythmic cycles of plants 
and fruit trees, have accidentally backed into as¬ 
trology, as it were. Others have come to astrology 
more directly, recognizing that it provides a 
sound and proven method for predicting charac¬ 
ter traits and actions. 

Every living being has a built-in clock. Human 
beings have their own type of clock; birds, ani¬ 
mals and trees have theirs. More than thirty years 
ago Professor John H. Welsh, Harvard biologist 
and researcher, wrote: “So many factors have 
been found to affect the 'diurnal curves' [the daily 
rhythmic cycles] of man that the conclusions are 
most confusing." Since then much research has 
been done on human rhythmic cycles. Astrology 
is one tool that helps us to understand them. 

No two people react exactly the same way to a 
given set of circumstances. Two people born at 
the same moment, in the same place, with identi¬ 


cal horoscopes, will not react the same way to 
their life experiences. Their genetic and sociolog¬ 
ical backgrounds and their environments will be 
different, and these will all influence their re¬ 
sponses. Still, research has shown that some 
people with identical or almost identical birth 
times and places do have similar if not identical 
experiences during their lives. 

The point is that astrology is flexible and must 
be considered within the framework of a social 
structure. For instance, in our Western culture 
personal success is measured by different criteria 
than are used in a bushman's culture. And in 
every culture a child measures success differently 
than an adult. 

Astrology is like an enormous jigsaw puzzle 
with many seemingly disassociated pieces that 
gradually, through sequential study, mesh into a 
comprehensive composite. For this reason I 
suggest that first you read all the chapters and 
study the accompanying figures and tables, which 
are explained in the lessons. Then work up your 
own chart. Finally, with your own chart in front of 
you, restudy the lessons from the very beginning. 
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I am a teacher and it has always been important 
to me that students learn to think for themselves. 
Throughout this book I emphasize that one 
should not and cannot interpret a person by iso¬ 
lated factors. The following is a quote from one of 
our leading astrologers, Noel Tyl: "We are one of 
a kind. For illustration: the least possible number 
of different astrological factor-combinations is 
539,370,750,000,000,000,000,000,000,000,000,000, 
000,000,000,000,000,000,000,000,000,000,000. This 
is infinitely greater than the population a million 
earths could ever sustain — is this not an awe¬ 
some responsibility: to fulfill our individuality?" 
True, every character is set fundamentally at 
birth — the sign of the zodiac under which 
someone is born determines the unchanging fea¬ 
tures of his personality. But throughout life each 
person exercises choice to continuously recon¬ 
struct himself from the traits given at birth. This 
is how people differ radically from computers. It is 


impossible to rigidly interpret anyone's life. First, 
we synthesize a birth chart depicting general 
characteristics or isolated factors. Then we com¬ 
bine this chart with our knowledge of the person 
and his past to gain a comprehensive picture 
of him and his reactions to future conditions. 

It is always a teacher's wish to pass on knowl¬ 
edge and see it utilized — astrology is meant for 
all. I would like to express my thanks to the many 
great astrologers, past and present, whose knowl¬ 
edge and research have brought astrology to its 
present plateau. It is my hope that those to follow 
will continue to expand the potential applications 
of astrology; only by first understanding our¬ 
selves can we hope to attain understanding of and 
compassion toward our fellowman. 

This is both a textbook for the student and a 
reference work for the teacher and professional. I 
would like to thank my many faithful students 
who helped make this book possible. 
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Signs, 

Planets, Houses— 
An Introduction 


Everyone is familiar, at least superficially, with the 
signs of the zodiac, but what astrologers call the 
houses will be new to many readers. For the unin* 
itiated a brief explanation is in order. 

The earth has two primary motions: its daily 
rotation on its axis and its annual journey around 
its orbit. Each motion establishes a circle, and the 
two circles joined together make up what is 
known as the flat chart or natural wheel. The cir¬ 
cle established by the daily motion is divided into 
twelve equal parts, or pie-shaped wedges, called 
houses. The circle created by the annual orbit (the 
zodiac) is also divided into twelve equal parts, and 
these are the signs, beginning with Aries (which 
rules the head) and ending with Pisces (which 
rules the feet). 

Each person's house is established by his origi¬ 
nal horizon — that is, where and when he was 
born determine his relationship to the universe. 
Since the two circles are on different planes, and 
since the houses have different positions in the 
heavens from day to day and from hour to hour 
on the same day, the variations in horoscopes for 
those born under the same sign are enormous. 


A house is ruled by the planet that rules the sign 
on its cusp. There are ten planets, and the signs 
and houses each rules will be discussed in Chap¬ 
ter 3. 

Astrology, like all the occult sciences, is based 
on the four elements of the universe — fire, air, 
earth and water. These elements in combination 
constitute our natural environment. 

Figure 1 depicts the fire element, which is 
shown by the three signs Aries, Leo and Sagit¬ 
tarius. Fire-sign people are passionate, action- 
oriented and impulsive. These three signs are 
trine to each other. In other words, the distance 
from Aries to Leo is 120°, that from Leo to Sagit¬ 
tarius is 120° and that from Sagittarius to Aries is 
another 120°. The circle of the zodiac — like any 
circle — consists of 360°. Each of the twelve as¬ 
trological signs owns 30° of the zodiac, and twelve 
signs times 30° equals 360°. A trine, therefore, is 
one-third of a circle. 

Fire signs indicate courage and enthusiasm. 
Aries, a cardinal (or movable) sign, is the promoter 
and dynamo of the zodiac. Cardinal signs are al¬ 
ways forceful, authoritative and active. Leo, a 
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fixed sign, plays the role of a king claiming the 
admiration and adoration of those around him. 
Fixed signs are masterful and stable. Sagittarius, a 
mutable sign, is the idealist, the philosopher, the 
tutor and the missionary. All mutable signs are 
adaptable and flexible. The cardinal, fixed and 
mutable signs comprise what is called the quad¬ 
ruplicates. You will read more about quadruplici- 
ties in Chapter 7. 

Figure 2 shows the earth element. Again, notice 
that the signs are 120° from each other. Earth-sign 
people are practical and conservative. They are 
Taurus, a fixed sign, which is determined, pru¬ 
dent and very stable; Virgo, a mutable sign, which 
is analytical and capable of great service to 
others; and Capricorn, a cardinal sign, the plod¬ 
ding conqueror and born diplomat.

Figure 3 shows the air element. Air-sign people 
need an interchange of ideas and adapt them¬ 
selves to others. Gemini, a mutable sign, is inde¬ 
pendent in thought and action and is the rapid 
thinker. Libra, a cardinal sign, is the balancer, the 
uniter of lives, actions and ideas. Aquarius, a fixed 
sign, is the impersonal humanitarian and gatherer 
of wisdom. The three signs are trine to each 
other. 

Figure 4 shows the water element. Water signs 
indicate emotionality and sensitivity. Cancer, a 
cardinal sign, is tenacious and preserving. Scor¬ 
pio, a fixed sign, is the mysterious seeker, the 
psychic, and can be highly evolved. Pisces, a mut¬ 
able sign, is sensitive, the artist and the social 
worker. The three signs, of course, are trine to 
each other.

The mechanics of astrology are based on the signs 
and positions of ten planets that are scattered in 
a circular belt called the zodiac. Each of these

The Twelve Sign 

Each of the ten planets rules one or more of the 
twelve signs of the zodiac, and each zodiacal sign 
demonstrates how the energies of the ruling 
planet will be manifested. This is largely deter¬ 
mined by the element the sign belongs to and 
whether the sign is masculine and utilizes ener¬ 
gies directly or feminine and utilizes energies in¬ 
directly. The following list presents the key words 
for each of the signs. Notice the elements and the 
symbols for each sign. 

As you will see below, each of these signs is, in 
turn, ruled by a specific planet or planets: 

Aries is ruled by Mars, a planet of action. 

Taurus is ruled by Venus, the goddess of love. 

Gemini is ruled by Mercury, the messenger of the 
gods. 

Cancer is ruled by the Moon, the feminine imag¬ 
inative planet. 


CAPRICORN 6 
(earth, feminine) 

Inhibitions, politics, administration, brooding, 
deliberation, concentration, egotism, contrac¬ 
tion, thrift, caution, perseverance, colds, 
rheumatism, knees, skeleton. 

AQUARIUS 33 
(air, masculine) 

Humanitarianism, invention, electronics, civic 
interests, societies, social order, theories, aloof¬ 
ness, detachment, altruism, unconventionality, 
spasms, calves, ankles,blood circulation. 

PISCES 00 

(water, feminine) 

Emotionality, inhibitions, secretiveness, com¬ 
passion, confusion, tolerance, sensitivity, sorrow, 
procrastination, intuition, imitations, lethargy, 
medicine, nursing, feet, toes, alcohol, mucous 
discharges, colds. 


s of the Zodiac 

Leo is ruled by the Sun, the planet of vitality. 

Virgo, like Gemini, is ruled by Mercury. 

Libra, like Taurus, is ruled by Venus. 

Scorpio is ruled by Mars (action) and Pluto, the 
planet of upheaval. 

Sagittarius is ruled by Jupiter, the planet of expan¬ 
sion. 

Capricorn is ruled by Saturn, the teacher and 
taskmaster. 

Aquarius is ruled by Saturn, the planet of the an¬ 
cients, and Uranus, the planet of genius and 
progress. 

Pisces is ruled by Jupiter (expansion) and Nep¬ 
tune, the planet of illusion. 

The three planets of historical and generational 
significance are: Uranus, discovered in 1830; 
Neptune, discovered in 1846; and Pluto, discov- 
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ered in 1930. As man discovers other planets, 
they will be assigned to the signs with which they 
have correspondence. 

Each of the zodiacal signs rules a part of the 
human body as well as a particular segment of the 
chart. See Figure 5, which shows the human 
figure. Study it for a moment. Note that: 


Aries T rules the head. 

Taurus V rules the throat. 

Gemini fi rules the lungs and both arms. 
Cancer S rules the breast. 

Leo SI rules the heart. 

Virgo np rules the stomach. 

Libra & rules the intestines. 

Scorpio (Tj, rules the genitals. 

Sagittarius fr* rules the thighs. 

Capricorn 5 rules the knees. 

Aquarius ™ rules the calves. 

Pisces 00 rules the feet.

The Houses of the Zodiac 


The flat chart, or natural wheel (Figure 6), is 
divided into twelve segments called houses, and 
each house corresponds naturally to one of the 
signs, which has rulership over it. The point 
where each house begins is known as a cusp. 

Aries rules the cusp of the first house and the total 
first house. 

Taurus rules the cusp of the second house and 
the total second house. 

Gemini rules the cusp of the third house and the 
total third house. 

Cancer rules the cusp of the fourth house and the 
total fourth house. 

Leo rules the cusp of the fifth house and the total 
fifth house. 

Virgo rules the cusp of the sixth house and the 
total sixth house. 


Libra rules the cusp of the seventh house and the 
total seventh house. 

Scorpio rules the cusp of the eighth house and 
the total eighth house. 

Sagittarius rules the cusp of the ninth house and 
the total ninth house. 

Capricorn rules the cusp of the tenth house and 
the total tenth house. 

Aquarius rules the cusp of the eleventh house and 
the total eleventh house. 

Pisces rules the cusp of the twelfth house and the 
total twelfth house. 

The key words below will familiarize you with 
the various houses and the areas of human life 
they rule. As you read them, look at Figure 6 and 
associate the key words with the appropriate sec¬ 
tion of the circle. 
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FIGURE 6 

The flat chart or natural wheel. 
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First House (Ascendant) 

Temperament, outward behavior, health pattern. 
This is known as the ascendant, the most impor¬ 
tant point in the chart. It reveals actions and reac¬ 
tions to environment and experiences. 

Second House 

Possessions, financial condition, gain or loss, de¬ 
pending on the planets' position in the chart. 

Third House 

Brothers, sisters, neighborhood, communication, 
perceptive abilities, studies, mental aptitudes. 

Fourth House 

One of the parents, real estate, the home, domes¬ 
tic affairs and conditions toward the end of life. 

Fifth House 

Speculations, love affairs, children, conception, 
sexual urges, creative expressions. 

Sixth House 

Employees, servants, pets, sickness, hygiene, re¬ 
lationship with employer and employees, dentist, 
chiropractor, veterinarian. 

Seventh House 

Marriage partners, business partners, open 


enemies, lawsuits, contracts, physicians, lawyers, 
agents. 

Eighth House 

Regeneration, partner's money, attitude toward 
life and death, money from legacies, gifts, 
surgery, surgeon, investigators, rehabilitation. 

Ninth House 

Higher education, religious and philosophical 
outlook, long journeys, foreign countries, pub¬ 
lishing and publishers, law, psychic development. 

Tenth House 

Standing in the community, reputation, employ¬ 
er, social status, the other parent, employment, 
honor or disgrace depending on the position 
of planets in the chart. 

Eleventh House 

Friends, hopes, wishes, social alliances, income 
from business if self-employed, financial condi¬ 
tion of employer if employed, unbonded rela¬ 
tionships. 

Twelfth House 

Secret enemies, unexpected difficulties, sorrows, 
self-undoing, large animals, clandestine affairs, 
hospitalization, isolation. 
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Individuality 
Delineated 
by Sun Sign 


You have already learned that astrology is a blend¬ 
ing of many factors. There is no person quite like 
you on this earth: two persons born on the same 
day and in the same year, but in different 
localities, are not alike. They have similarities be¬ 
cause they have the same sign and the sun was in 
the same position and some of the planets were in 


the same degree in that sign when they were 
born, but unless they were born at the same mo¬ 
ment in the same place, they cannot be alike. 

Your individuality is delineated by your sun 
sign. Basically, it shows your capacities and inner 
qualities and general tendencies by which you 
know yourself. 


Aries 


Aries has as its key phrase “I am." The ruler of 
Aries is Mars, the element is fire and the quality is 
cardinal. The Sun is in Aries approximately be¬ 
tween March 20 and April 20. This is a sign of great 
creative action. Aries individuals charge ahead 
and organize, are original and refuse to be or¬ 
ganized or ruled by others. They can be egotis¬ 
tical, are courageous and are quick learners. 
Aries love to handle a difficult situation and are 
good starters but do not like to finish a project: 
they constantly need new goals, new projects. 


They are also gadget-happy. They can be tactless 
though they do not mean to be. Although they 
put on a brave front, this is merely a cover; inside 
they look more like a bowl of jelly. Aries are usu¬ 
ally in good health, but since they have enormous 
energy, they are prone to suffer from their en¬ 
thusiasms and excesses. This makes them liable to 
accidents, and since Aries rules the head, they are 
also prone to headaches and, by polarity (the op¬ 
posite sign is Libra), to inflammation of the kid¬ 
neys and spinal problems. 
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Taurus 


The second sign is Taurus, and its key phrase is "I 
have." The ruler is Venus, the element is earth 
and the quality is fixed. The Sun is in Taurus ap¬ 
proximately between April 21 and May 21. This is a 
stable sign, and Taurians are headstrong and pos¬ 
sessive. Like the bull, they are slow-moving and 
slow-thinking, but once they learn something, 
they retain it forever. Taurians dislike change in¬ 


tensely, are usually excellent cooks and have a 
great gift for dealing with money. They will not be 
deceived by flattery, they insist on logic and they 
do not scatter their interests. Taurians are usually 
in excellent health, but since they like good food, 
self-indulgence often leads to weight problems 
and placidity. Taurus people have a strong physi¬ 
cal magnetism for the opposite sex. 


Gemini 


The key phrase for Gemini is "I think." The ruler 
is Mercury, the element is air and the quality is 
mutable. The Sun is in Gemini approximately be¬ 
tween May 22 and June 21. Gemini people are 
restless, nosy, news gatherers — valuable and 
very versatile. They are quick thinkers and too 
eager to know too much too fast. Therefore they 


often skim through life like a person skating on 
thin ice. They are capable of doing more than one 
thing at a time and like games of mental contest 
and wit. Often they have a marvelous stream of 
patter to cover up their shortcomings. Geminians 
need lots of rest and fresh air, and their illnesses 
are usually of a nervous or mental origin. 


Cancer 


The key phrase for Cancer is "I feel." The ruler is 
the Moon, the element is water and the quality is 
cardinal. The Sun is in Cancer approximately be¬ 
tween June 22 and July 22. This is the sign of 
motherhood, tenacity, great feeling, moodiness 
and touchiness. Cancer people are highly emo¬ 
tional, very protective within the family circle and, 
in fact, may become fierce and warlike if they feel 
their offspring are being attacked. But when con¬ 
fronted themselves, they usually hide just like the 


crab under a rock. This is a highly domesticated 
sign, and Cancer individuals are prone to ances¬ 
tor worship. They have a long memory and are 
collectors and hoarders of all kinds of 
memorabilia. They also try to get the most for 
their money. Since this is a water sign, Cancer 
individuals need to move around because they 
have a tendency to retain water. Because of their 
emotionalism, they often suffer from upset 
stomachs and poor digestion. 


Leo 


The fifth sign in the zodiac is Leo. Leo's key 
phrase is "I will." The ruler is the Sun, the ele¬ 
ment is fire and the quality is fixed. The Sun is in 
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Leo approximately between July 23 and August 22. 
Leo, like Aries, is a powerful sign. It denotes will 
and determination, and at the same time kind- 





ness. Leo has a strongly developed ego and is 
outgoing. Like the king of the jungle, the lion, Leo 
has an air of confidence and can be a hunter of 
the opposite sex. Leo individuals are also natural 
showmen but do not like to win easily because 
they prefer to conquer. They know what they are 
worth and like to be appreciated, which makes 


them highly susceptible to flattery. They like large 
schemes, are good organizers, but enjoy letting 
others do the dirty work. Since Leo rules the 
heart, those born under this sign may be prone to 
heart disease as they get older. They also have a 
tendency to forget that bodies can wear out, a 
factor that may lead to high blood pressure. 



Virgo's key phrase is "I analyze." The ruler is 
Mercury, the element is earth and the quality is 
mutable. The Sun is in Virgo approximately be¬ 
tween August 23 and September 22. Virgo indi¬ 
viduals function best in service to others. They are 
painstaking and love detailed work but become 
overwhelmed by large projects. They are highly 
analytical and often overly critical. Those born 
under this sign have a high degree of intelligence 


and often literary gifts. They must learn to temper 
their critical faculties or their progress may be 
spoiled. Virgos carry out duties perfectly and are 
very fond of good workmanship. Although they 
are snobs at heart, they often are agreeable com¬ 
panions. Their behavior with the opposite sex is 
usually correct, tending to puritanical. Since 
Mercury is the ruler, Virgos usually are high- 
strung, which may lead to digestive difficulties. 


Libra 


Libra's key phrase is “I balance." It is ruled by 
Venus, the element is air and the quality is cardi¬ 
nal. The Sun is in Libra approximately between 
September 23 and October 22. Libras seek 
equilibrium above all else. They function best 
through union with another, are very practical, 
cool and detached. Libras get their way through 
charm. They are born strategists and can be com¬ 
pletely impersonal; therefore, they make excel¬ 
lent middlemen, capable of delicate negotiations. 


Libras keep their feelings well under control and 
they like to be on the winning team. They are 
capable of accomplishing a great deal without ap¬ 
pearing to work too hard. Libran women greatly 
love elegance and refinement and admire mas¬ 
culine men but will try to control them through 
diplomacy and charm. Libras are often good- 
looking and prefer and admire the rich and suc¬ 
cessful. Illnesses usually center in the kidney 
area. 


Scorpio 


The eighth sign is Scorpio; its key phrase is "I 
desire." Scorpio is ruled by Mars, its element is 
water and its quality is fixed. The Sun is in Scor¬ 
pio approximately between October 23 and 


November 22. Scorpios are resourceful, intense, 
serious, and have a physical magnetism. They are 
often dictatorial and possess the ability to find the 
weak spot in another. If you become a Scorpio's 
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enemy, he will wait to attack you at the most op¬ 
portune moment. Because the sign is ruled by 
Mars, Scorpios are prone to be tactless, though 
they are usually completely surprised when it is 
pointed out that they have caused offense. They 
are very' possessive and capable of experiencing 
great extremes of emotion. Like an animal, a 
Scorpio will turn against himself if he feels he has 


failed, and the whole force of his powerful nature 
may rise to great heights or sink to the lowest 
depths. Because of their penetrating insight, 
Scorpios make good psychoanalysts. Generally, 
they do not like to be touched because they have 
very sensitive skin. Since Scorpio rules the genital 
area, they are prone to hemorrhoids, urital stric¬ 
tures and disorders of the reproductive organs. 


Sagittarius 


Sagittarius' key phrase is "I see/' It is ruled by 
Jupiter, the element is fire and the quality is mu¬ 
table. The Sun is in Sagittarius approximately be¬ 
tween November 23 and December 21. Sagitta- 
rians are hopeful, happy, cheerful and, like the 
archer, very direct. They make very loyal compan¬ 
ions, although their heads are in the clouds. Gen¬ 
erally, their minds are very active. But they are 
prone to dissipation because they lack discipline 
and do not like to concentrate on one thing for 
too long. They have enormous faith in the future, 
are immensely generous and seem to have no fear 
of poverty. They may have difficulty making dis¬ 
tinctions between thine and mine, but only be¬ 
cause they feel that everybody should share and 


share alike. Their lives are often full of contradic¬ 
tions and matrimonial affairs have a way of getting 
tangled. Because they have such a strong love of 
adventure, people born under this sign usually 
marry more than once or, sometimes, not at all. 
Their lives are full of change and excitement. They 
make great sportsmen, are fond of animals, are 
great travelers and quick on their feet. Ask a Sagit- 
tarian for advice and you'll get plenty — he will 
think of many original ways to help. Sagittarians 
are religious and usually have great intuitive 
powers. They are generally in good health al¬ 
though their weak spots are the hips and the 
liver. They are prone to arthritis, accidents and in ju¬ 
ries because they are impulsive and move too fast. 


Capricorn 


The tenth sign is Capricorn. Capricorn's key 
ph rase is "I use." It is ruled by Saturn, the ele¬ 
ment is earth and the quality is cardinal. The Sun 
is in Capricorn approximately between December 
22 and January 20. Capricorns are capable of great 
diplomacy. They are very responsible people, 
materialistic, but often pessimistic. They are in¬ 
clined to be somewhat snobbish, with an eye to 
the top step on the social ladder. And since they 
have infinite patience, they usually know how to 
cultivate the right people to help them get there. 
In their youthful years they may waste time and 
money, but once they reach middle age, security 


and a bank account become immensely impor¬ 
tant. These people never hurry, are never impul¬ 
sive and are more than just generous. They must 
always be in charge and are great believers in a 
good education, which prepares them for a posi¬ 
tion of power. A Capricorn needs his belief in a 
higher power because once he has reached a goal 
and has no other place to go, he must fall back on 
himself. Since Saturn is the ruler of Capricorn and 
Saturn rules the bones. Capricorns may be sus¬ 
ceptible to rheumatism and arthritis. Their physi¬ 
cal constitution usually strengthens as they get 
older. 
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Aquarius 


The eleventh sign is Aquarius. The key phrase is "I 
know." It is ruled by Saturn and Uranus, the ele¬ 
ment is air and the quality is fixed. The Sun is in 
Aquarius approximately between January 21 and 
February 19. This is the sign of humanitarian ide¬ 
als and brotherhood. Aquarians seek to improve 
the lives of their fellowmen, and their power 
comes through the intellect. Like Libra, the other 
air sign, they are detached, impersonal and be¬ 
lieve in justice for all. Because of their detach¬ 
ment, they may have difficulty in forming close 
personal relationships and should recognize that 
they were born to function impersonally. As it is a 
fixed sign, Aquarians are very set in their ways, 
but because of the Uranus rulership, they are 
prone to making sudden shifts in their opinions. 


thoughts, ideas and plans. Because they have a 
great need to be free, they function better in rela¬ 
tionships based on friendship. Aquarians some¬ 
how have the ability to make their circle of friends 
and associates — and action — revolve about 
them. When they seek power, they can become 
dictatorial. There is an illusive, dreamy quality in 
their personality, yet they also display a sense of 
duty and logic. Aquarius is the sign of the loner, 
and people born at this time will always find 
themselves somewhat isolated. Aquarians are 
honest and faithful and usually in good health. 
Their weak spots are the ankles, which are subject 
to swelling. Because of the polarity of their oppo¬ 
site sign — Leo, which rules the heart — their 
swollen ankles may signify improper heart action. 


Pisces 


The key phrase for Pisces is "I believe." It is 
ruled by Jupiter and Neptune, the element is 
water and the quality is mutable. The Sun is in 
Pisces approximately between February 20 and 
March 19. Pisces' symbol is two fish, each one 
swimming in the opposite direction. This means 
people born under this sign lack the ability to set 
and maintain a direction. They are emotional and 
sensitive and can easily be influenced for good or 
bad. Because they are highly sympathetic and 
great believers in the goodness of others, practi¬ 
cality and realism often elude them. Their deep 
empathetic natures often draw them to charity, 
and many people born under this sign have the 
gift of healing. They are usually highly sensual and 
should beware of drugs and alcohol in any form. 
Because Pisces is the sign of self-undoing, they 
are vulnerable and have no self-protective 


mechanisms. They are also secretive, cannot be 
known intimately and rarely know them¬ 
selves — though often the impulse to tell the 
truth will overcome them at the wrong moment. 
Their illnesses are usually centered in the feet. 
They are prone to put on weight in middle life, at 
which point they often become lethargic. 

Note: I would like to emphasize at this point that 
the preceding descriptions are generalizations. 
You will need to study and combine many other 
factors in your personal chart before you gain a 
true picture of your own nature. It is important to 
analyze not only what house and sign a planet is 
in, but also its aspects or relationships with the 
other planets. All these factors must be blended. 
Under no circumstances should you draw conclu¬ 
sions from isolated factors alone .

Working in the 

Signs and Houses 


Three different people may all have horoscopes 
showing the Moon in Cancer so that they share 
emotional ups and downs, but one mav have the 
Moon in the first house where mood changes are 
more prominent, another may have the Moon in 
the fifth house which would give him a more crea¬ 
tive temperament, and the third may have the 
Moon in the tenth house which would indicate 
undue concern with what others think about him. 

To make the material in this chapter easier to 
understand and handle. I shall begin with an 
example. Let's assume someone is born with the 
Sun in Virgo and in the tenth house. First read the 
interpretation tor the Sun in Virgo, then read the 
interpretation for the Sun in the fenrh house isee 
Table 1) and, finally, combine the information. 
The combined reading is as follows: the Sun in 
the tenth house indicates that the person has the 
abilitv to rise to the top — to attain through his 
own efforts a position of authority and responsi¬ 
bility bv the application (Sun in the sign Virgo) of 
methodical, careful, detailed work habits. This 
person would make a superior boss, though he 


may become lost in nonessentials and ignore 
larger opportunities or issues if he becomes too 
engrossed in details. Since the tenth house repre* 
sents the reputation, this person would function 
best in a position where great attention to detail is 
required. Since the Sun represents the ego, drive, 
ambition, this person would be slated for greater 
authority than a person with the Sun in Virgo but 
in the twelfth house. The latter's drive would be 
directed more to a form of service, and he would 
not be openly authoritative but would work 
quietly behind the scenes, very often without get¬ 
ting proper credit for his performance. Since this 
type of situation can cause frustration, the person 
with the Sun in the twelfth house should become 
aware of his potential and realize that his restric¬ 
tions are often self-imposed. 

These two examples give you some idea of how 
an individual chart is synthesized. As you read 
through the following tables (1-10), note how dif¬ 
ferent the charts would be for people bom under 
the same sign but with the planets in different 
houses.

Pluto is an extremely slow-moving planet. Its 
period of revolution is approximately 248 years. 
This means that Pluto stays in each sign approxi¬ 
mately twenty-five to thirty years, and thus 
influences vast groups of people born in a 
twenty-five- to thirty-year span. Since Pluto was 
only discovered in 1930, we do not have much 
research material on its influence. (See Table 10.) 

Pluto was in Aries from approximately 1822 to 
1852. It brought about social and economic rev¬ 
olutions. 

Pluto was in Taurus from approximately 1853 to 
1883. It precipitated the exploitation and utiliza¬ 
tion of the earth's resources. 

Pluto was in Gemini from approximately 1883 to 
1914. It induced self-expansion, intellectual de¬ 


velopment, mental and scientific achievements. 

Pluto was in Cancer from approximately 1914 to 
1938. It brought about technological break¬ 
throughs. 

Pluto was in Leo from approximately 1938 to 
1957. It led to greater art appreciation via televi¬ 
sion. 

Pluto was in Virgo from approximately 1957 to 

1971. It precipitated breakthroughs in medical re¬ 
search. 

Pluto has been in Libra from approximately 

1972. Its chief influence seems to be on the 
necessity to balance economic factors and the 
recognition of the need to utilize resources in a 
balanced fashion. It should precipitate equality, 
political changes, law, order and reform.

The Ascendant or Rising Sign by Element 


When one of the fire signs is rising, it indicates 
good vitality, force and energy, strong stamina, 
ambition, pride, enterprise, command, a greater 
desire to lead than to serve, and an argumentative 
and temperamental nature. 

When one of the air signs is rising, it means less 
vitality, love of art, cheerfulness, amiability, a 
sympathetic nature (social and communicative) 
and speaking abilities. 

When one of the water signs is rising, the indi¬ 
cations are for poor recuperative powers, a weak 


constitution, sensitivity, fear, shyness, lack of 
energy, emotionality and intuition. 

When one of the earth signs is rising, it means 
general good health, a strong constitution, a 
cautious disposition, and a nature that is pre¬ 
meditative, careful, stubborn, suspicious, 
economical, self-protective and practical. 

Table 11 gives the indications of an ascendant 
sign. Table 12 describes the effects on the hu¬ 
man physique of all the planets when they are 
ascending.

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Aspects— 
How to Measure 

Them 


In astrology the term "aspect" refers to the 
geometric relationships between the planets. 
These relationships are based on the geometric 
division of the 360° of the circle. Aspects are very 
important in chart interpretation. Whenever an 
aspect is formed between two or more planets, 
their functions are linked. For instance, if Venus 
and Mars are in aspect at the moment of birth, 
there is a definite cooperative relationship be¬ 
tween these two planets in that person's chart. 


As with signs and planets, the aspects are ex¬ 
pressed by symbols. In Table 13, the first column 
lists the astrological symbols. The second column 
defines these symbols. The third column gives 
the geometric degrees involved in each particu¬ 
lar aspect. The fourth column gives the permit¬ 
ted orb of the planets, exclusive of the Sun and 
Moon. The fifth column gives the permitted orb 
of the Sun and Moon — which, in most cases, are 
allowed wider orbs than the other planets. 


Conjunction 

Let's look at the first aspect, which is the conjunction.

•Any of the distances between planets can be measured between any two points in the chart. 


Figure 7 shows all 30° of the sign Aries. Sometimes 
0° is also referred to as 30° of Pisces (the previ¬ 
ous sign); in the figure it ranges to 0° of Taurus 
(the next sign). Notice that the degree numbers 
a sign encompasses move counterclockwise 
around the wheel. The arrow shows the direction 
in Figure 7. 

The total range of any sign is 30°, whether it 
begins at the cusp of one house and ends at the 
cusp of another house, as in Aries (Figure 8 ), or 
begins at a point within one house and ends at a 
point within another house. 


Planets that occupy the same sign are consid¬ 
ered conjunct if they fall within the permitted 
orb (as shown in Table 13). Planets may also 
conjunct if they fall in two conjoining signs, such 
as Leo and Virgo, and are within the permitted 
orb. Conjunction symbolizes activity. When 
planets are in conjunction there is a concentra¬ 
tion of the different kinds of action symbolized by 
the planets in question. The interpretation of a 
conjunction depends on the nature of the type of 
planet involved — in other words, whether the 
planets are of a malefic or benefic nature.

Parallel (Declination) 


The parallel aspect occurs between two planets 
that have the same degree of declination (angular 
distance north or south of the celestial equator). 
In Table 14 follow the seventh day across the 
columns headed "Dec.*' (declination). Note 


under the heading 'Neptune" that its declination 
for the seventh is 19°S27‘. Next note under "Sa¬ 
turn" that its declination is 21°N22'. The dif¬ 
ference between these two planets is slightly less 
than 2° so they can be considered parallel.

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In order to determine the exact difference 
between the two planets, we subtract 19°S27‘ 
(Neptune) from 21°N22' (Saturn). Now, you can¬ 
not subtract 27' from 22', but since each degree 
consists of 60 minutes, the computation looks like 
this: Saturn 20°82' minus Neptune 19°27' equals 
1 °55' (difference). 

In Table 14 look at the declination column of 
the Moon. Reading from the top to the bottom of 


the column, you will notice that the declination 
increases or decreases — in other words, 
changes direction, shifting back and forth be¬ 
tween the north and south declinations. This kind 
of shift occurs with all planets, but the Moon 
undergoes the fastest changes in this respect. 

A parallel is a powerful aspect. If a chart shows 
one planet south and the other north by decli¬ 
nation, this is an opposition or separative type of 
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pattern and indicates loss of either a person or a 
condition. If the planets in question are both 
north or both south, this represents a holding 


pattern. Parallels are always read in conjunction 
with other planetary aspects and are used to 
refine interpretations. 


The Other Aspects 


Now let's go over the remaining aspects shown in 
Table 13. In order to do this we will have to refer 
to Figure 9. The semisquare is indicated by A. It 
consists of one-eighth (45°) of a circle (360°). The 
permitted total orb on either side of the exact 
semisquare aspect of 45° is 4°, which means that 
the total range is from 4° less the exact aspect of 
45° — in other words, from 41° to 45° to 4° more 
than the exact aspect of 45°, or from 45° to 49°. 
Thus the total range of the exact permitted aspect 
is from 41° to 49°. Since the permitted orb of the 
Sun and Moon is greater, an extra-degree leeway 
is given on either side of the exact permitted as¬ 
pect. The orb for the aspect extends in this case 
from 40° to 45° (45° is the exact aspect of the 
semisquare), and from 45° to 50°. Note on Table 13 
that the total permitted orb is 5° for the Sun and 
Moon, and the range is from 5° less or 5° more 
than the exact aspect. 

If we assume Saturn is at 20° of a sign — say, 
Aries — and another planet — say, Mars — is at 
5° of Gemini, the exact difference between the 
two planets would be 45°. This is considered an 
exact semisquare aspect. 

If we assume that one planet is at 20° of Aries 
and the other is at 1° of Gemini, the exact distance 
between the two planets is 41° — which is within 
the accepted orb between the two planets. 

Now let's consider the aspects with the permit¬ 
ted orb for the Sun and Moon. From 5° of Aries to 
20° of Taurus, for example, shows an exact 45° 
aspect. From 0° of Aries to 20° of Taurus shows a 
distance of 50°. These examples are within the 
permitted orb for the Sun and Moon. 

Anytime either the Sun or the Moon is involved 
with another planet, an extra range is given, as 
you will notice on Table 13. If the Sun and the 
Moon together form an aspect, do not double the 
permitted orb. It stays the same. 

The semisquare aspect is considered a physical 
aspect. It indicates friction and creates occasional 


difficulties. The lesson the native* has to learn is 
found in the nature of the two planets involved in 
the aspect. Interpretation should involve studying 
the kinds of people who are ruled by the houses 
that these two planets occupy in the natal (birth) 
chart. Study also the houses ruled by the two 
planets involved in the aspect. 

The next aspect to be considered is the sextile . 
The sextile consists of one-sixth (60°) of a circle 
(360°). In general, this aspect (B in Figure 9) occurs 
between planets that fall within a 60° angle. Table 
13 shows that the permitted orb on either side of 
an exact aspect for both the planets and the Sun 
and the Moon is 8°. The sextile is considered a 
mental aspect and also indicates an ability to 
achieve if the necessary effort is made by the na¬ 
tive. The opportunities it brings are designated by 
the natal house position of the planets involved. 
Be sure that in every case you also analyze the 
other houses that are ruled by the two planets 
involved in the aspect. The people and conditions 
these houses rule will give you clues as to how the 
sextile can best be utilized. In essence, the sextile 
shows the native that if he makes an effort, he can 
achieve. The time when this natal aspect becomes 
activated will be shown by the progressions and 
transits/ This holds true for all the aspects found 
in a chart that shows the strength, weakness, op¬ 
portunity and hindrance areas encountered in a 
lifetime. 

Next let's discuss the quintile . Look at C in Fig¬ 
ure 9. The exact aspect is 72° (the orb and range 
are shown in Table 13). Quintiles are not often 
found, but when this aspect exists between two

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planets in a chart, it indicates some built-in talent 
that can be used successfully in life. The nature of 
the two planets and the houses they are in and 
rule have to be taken into consideration. 

The next aspect is the square. (Continue to 
refer to Table 13 as we discuss the remaining as¬ 
pects.) For example, if at birth the Moon was at 
20° Leo and Venus at 20° Taurus, this would be 
considered an exact Moon-Venus square. A 
square represents a conflict or struggle and indi¬ 
cates there will be karmic lessons and experi¬ 
ences in this life because of previous misuse of 
free will. If a chart does not show a square aspect, 
no progress can be made. This aspect shows 
where the native must apply himself for construc¬ 
tive achievement. It also indicates the area where 
new experiences will have to be sought and is 
therefore considered a learning aspect. Squares 
in a chart are not malefic, as is so often taught. 
Rather they give the native the crucial opportunity 
to gain strength in handling everyday problems. 
Without squares, achievement is literally impos¬ 
sible. 

The trine aspect (E in Figure 9) is found where 
two planets fall within a 120° angle of each other. 
This is a birthright aspect and indicates conse¬ 
quences of actions in former lives. The trine 
shows gain, ease of expression and luck. This as¬ 
pect represents an enormous protective pattern 
in the chart. However, it should only be classified 
as helping the native to advance if squares are 
present at the same time to make him work 
and earn that advancement. Without coexisting 
squares, trines do not build backbone because 
the effort and active energy induced by the 
square is lacking. In other words, while trines 
are beneficial by nature, without the help of 
squares in the chart, they produce only laziness, 
daydreaming and the inability to take advantage 
of the opportunities they bring. 

The range of the sesquare aspect is shown by 
F in Figure 9. Like the semisquare, the sesquare is 
a physical aspect and thus is dynamic. It shows 
health problems, identified by the two planets in¬ 
volved in the aspect, and — like the semisquare 
and the square — indicates difficulties and irrita¬ 
bility with the people ruled by the houses that the 


two planets forming the aspect are found in. Let 
me again remind you always to look at the houses 
that are ruled by the two planets in aspect when 
making up a chart. 

The range of the quincunx aspect (often re¬ 
ferred to as minor aspect) is shown in C in Fig¬ 
ure 9. The quincunx is a regenerating, reorganiz¬ 
ing and transforming type of aspect. It indicates 
an ability to do research work and shows a karmic 
necessity to pay greater attention to personal 
health and to perform a service identified by the 
two planets involved and the houses they occupy. 
Again, as in every aspect, for further clues look at 
the houses the two planets involved rule. For in¬ 
stance, Saturn may be found in Gemini, in the 
twelfth house, but the sign of Aquarius, which 
Saturn rules, is found on the cusp of the ninth 
house. This means that the ninth house must also 
be taken into consideration when analyzing the 
aspects. 

The opposition (H in Figure 9) is one of the 
easiest aspects to spot immediately. It occurs be¬ 
tween two planets approximately 180° apart (op¬ 
posite each other on the circle) that fall in oppo¬ 
site signs within a planetary orb of 8°-10°. The 
latter orb, of course, is only allowed to the Sun 
and Moon (see Table 13). An example of this as¬ 
pect is the Moon falling at 20° Virgo and Mercury 
falling at 15° Pisces. In this case, the planetary orb 
is permissible. Opposition shows where coopera¬ 
tion may be difficult. It indicates the tension be¬ 
tween two simultaneous planetary drives in differ¬ 
ent directions and often results in a separative 
effect. To understand what specific life areas are 
being affected by this aspect, you must study the 
planets involved and the houses they fall in. For 
instance, a Pluto-Venus opposition from the fifth 
to the eleventh house would indicate great up¬ 
heavals and loss in the area of love and romance. 
The opposition is a strong lesson aspect, where 
self-discipline and self-awareness must be 
learned. This aspect will also teach the native to 
become aware of his outside environment, as well 
as to respect and accept the habit patterns of 
other people. Unless the native rises to this as¬ 
pect, it can be a serious limiting force and a sig¬ 
nificant impediment to his personal happiness.

Howto 

Interpret Them 


When reading a chart, you should first analyze the 
Sun sign that a person belongs to, then the ele¬ 
ment that characterizes his rising sign at birth 
(fire, earth, air or water), then the actual rising 
sign, then the planets present in the signs and 
houses and, finally, the aspects between these 
planets. Sounds formidable? Well, only in the be¬ 
ginning. With practice, it all falls into place. Read 
this chapter through several times, but don't 
force yourself to memorize it. 

As you look at Tables 15-23, you will notice that 
the first column shows the planets in aspect with 
each other, the second column gives the 6 (con¬ 
junction) interpretation, the third column gives 
the * (sextile) and A (trine) interpretations and 
the fourth column gives the (semisquare), □ 
(square),Qses-squareand § (opposition) interpre¬ 
tations. 

Note the order of the tables in this chapter. 
Table 15 shows the Sun in aspect with the Moon 
and the other eight planets. Then the Sun is 
eliminated and Table 16 shows the Moon in as¬ 
pect with Mercury and the remaining seven 
planets. Then the Moon is eliminated and Table 
17 shows Mercury in aspect with Venus and the 


remaining six planets. And so on. The same order 
of planets is maintained throughout the tables. In 
figuring aspects in your own chart retain this 
order so that you do not lose an aspect between 
planets. 

Now, for an example. Let s take a person who 
has Mars (d) in Aries (T) in the fifth house trine 
(A) to Pluto (E?) in Leo (Sf) in the ninth house. At 
the same time, Mars is also sextile (*) to Uranus 
(I|i) in Gemini (II) in the eighth house. Also, Mars 
is in opposition (<?) to Neptune (W) in Virgo (fip) 
in the eleventh house. 

First blend Mars in Aries and Mars in the fifth 
house. Then blend Pluto in Leo in the ninth 
house, then Uranus in Gemini in the eighth 
house, then Neptune in Virgo in the eleventh 
house. 

Assuming you have familiarized yourself with 
the planets by signs and houses, you should now 
learn the meaning of the aspects to see how the 
potential of the planet is utilized within the 
framework of the whole chart. Remember, the 
sextile is considered a mental aspect and it shows 
the ability to achieve if the native makes the 
necessary effort. In other words, the interpreta- 
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tion of Mars sextile Uranus would be handled on 
a conscious level. Briefly, the interpretation of 
Mars sextile Uranus reads: “Scientific, inventive, 
original, practical, self-reliant, fearless." So if the 
native makes the effort, he can handle his prob¬ 
lems in a self-reliant, original manner. This person 
also has an aptitude for science and invention. 
Since Mars in Aries is by nature a self-assured sig¬ 
nature, this aspect reinforces the natural ten¬ 
dency to self-reliance. Uranus in the eighth house 
shows a psychic tendency, which, because of the 
sextile, should be developed further. 

A trine (in this case we have Mars trine Pluto) 
shows a certain amount of luck, ease of expres¬ 
sion and an inborn ability to achieve advance¬ 
ment. However, a conscious effort must be made 
(Mars sextile Uranus) to utilize great abilities indi¬ 
cated by this aspect. 

The opposition of Mars/Neptune shows occa¬ 
sional overimagination and mischanneling of 
energy, especially where others are concerned. 
Remember, the eleventh house deals with as¬ 
sociates such as friends, and the fifth house — 
where Mars is positioned — deals with romance, 
so it is quite possible that cooperation with others 
may at times be difficult. The person must learn 
self-discipline and self-awareness, especially in 


matters of love and affection. That these can be 
learned is shown by Mars sextile Uranus. 

In the beginning it will probably be easier to 
write out each separate interpretation; for in¬ 
stance, the meaning of Mars, the meaning of the 
sign Aries, the meaning of Mars in Aries; then the 
meaning of Mars in the fifth house, the meaning 
of Mars sextile Uranus, the meaning of Mars trine 
Pluto, etc. Then calmly sit down and analyze all 
these factors to form a comprehensive whole. 

Again, however, I would like to emphasize that 
it is an error to rely on isolated factors alone. 
These are only parts of a whole, and the entire 
person can only be known when you build up a 
composite picture. Each of us is unique. 

Note: It is important to analyze not only the as¬ 
pects between planets but also the houses and 
signs that these planets occupy and rule. Re¬ 
member , under no circumstances use isolated fac¬ 
tors. A planet may be disharmoniously situated 
with another planet and, at the same time, har¬ 
moniously situated with a third planet, which, 
while it weakens the harmonious tendencies to a 
degree, also weakens the disharmonious tenden¬ 
cies. Make as many charts as possible to gain 
practice in the art of interpretation.

Applying 
and Separating 

Aspects 


Determining whether an aspect is applying or 
separating makes greater refinement in chart 
reading possible. Aspects are referred to as either 
major or minor . Don't let the term minor mislead 
you — major and minor aspects are of equal im¬ 
portance in astrology. Historically, minor aspects 


were considered to be secondary qualities, but 
today — in the light of new research and tech¬ 
nological advancement — most astrologers, 
while retaining the old terminology, recognize 
the import and value of the so-called minor as¬ 
pects . 


Analyzing Applying and Separating Aspects 


In an applying aspect the faster-moving planet is 
moving toward the slower-moving planet. 

Example: 

$12T with 2)911 
or 

2)8™ with $12T 

In either case the 2) is applying to of 9 as 2) 
is faster than 9 . 

In a separating aspect the faster-moving planet 
is separating from the slower planet. 


Example: 

$12T with 2)1411 
or 

2)16™ with $12T 

In either case the 2) is separating from ^ of 9 
as 2) is faster than 9. 

Note: The parallel aspect and influence have 
been discussed previously. The influence of two 
planets involved in an applying or separating as¬ 
pect, and also parallel, would be a major factor in 
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the native's development pattern. In every case it 
is important to analyze the nature of the two 
planets involved in the aspect and the houses that 
these planets occupy.

(Semisextile) 

2° Orb for Planets (5° if O / 3) Are Involved) 

This is a minor aspect and its influence often 
goes unnoticed by the native. 

The applying aspect has a twelfth-house 
influence: Subconscious experiences from other 
lives will gradually be utilized for further de¬ 
velopment in this life. 

The separating aspect has a second-house 
influence: Practical development and gain are 
possible providing the native makes the effort.

(Semiquintile) 

1° Orb for Planets (2° if O / ]) Are Involved) 

This is a minor aspect and deals with subtle inner 
mental forces. 

The applying aspect has an eleventh-house 
influence: Croup activities and occult and scien¬ 
tific interests can be utilized by the native for 
further development. 

The separating aspect has a second-house 
influence: Mental abilities are geared to the prac¬ 
tical utilization of resources.

(Semisquare) 

4° Orb for Planets (5° if O / Are Involved) 

This is major aspect and indicates periodic set¬ 
backs and irritations throughout the native's life. 

The applying aspect has an. eleventh-house 
influence: The realization of desires is often 
thwarted by friends, groups or social contacts. 

The separating aspect has a second-house 
influence: The steady development of practical 
resources is periodically interrupted.

8° Orb for Planets (8° if O / 3) Are Involved) 

This is a major aspect and concerns opportunity. 

The applying aspect has an eleventh-house 
influence: Cooperation by and through friends 
and groups for the gratification of personal de¬ 
sires and development can be had if the native 
makes the necessary effort to gain it. 


The separating aspect has a third-house influence: 
Opportunity is present, to be taken advantage of 
by using mental faculties. Intellectual develop¬ 
ment should be pursued for the utilization of the 
native's full potential.

2° Orb for Planets (2° if O / 3) Are Involved) 

This is a minor, but nonetheless important, aspect 
as it indicates originality (particularly in mathema¬ 
tics) and the ability to solve complicated mental 
problems and to apply the results practically and 
concretely. This is sometimes referred to as the 
"genius aspect." 

The applying aspect has a tenth-house influence: 
Long-range plans are worked out to serve profes¬ 
sional ambitions and career. The unfoldment or 
utilization of the specific talent and genius often 
does not take place until age thirty-six. 

The separating aspect has a third-house influence: 
Special talents and genius are utilized strictly in 
the mental realm. This gives the native the pene¬ 
trating insight to perceive conditions clearly.

(Square) 

8° Orb for Planets (10° if O / 3) Are Involved) 

This is a major aspect and shows where constant 
adjustments, energy and effort have to be ex¬ 
panded to get results. 

The applying aspect has a tenth-house influence: 
Many hardships and problems will have to be 
faced and handled in order to build character 
since the native abused his free will in previous 
incarnations. New experiences will contribute to 
future development and perfection. 

The separating aspect has a fourth-house 
influence: Ingrained habit patterns and errors 
from previous lives must be corrected through 
untiring effort if personal development is to be 
made. Constant self-improvement must be prac¬ 
ticed. The native must expend energy to develop 
new abilities.

3° Orb for Planets (3° if O / 3) Are Involved) 

This is considered a minor aspect and deals with 
mental development and unfoldment. 

The applying aspect has a ninth-house influence: 
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This indicates mental growth in the realms of 
philosophy, religion and higher education. 

The separating aspect has a fourth-house 
influence: Mental development is utilized in prac¬ 
tical everyday affairs.

(Trine) 

8° Orb for Planets (10° if O / 2 Are Involved) 

This is a major aspect and shows creativity, 
spiritual awareness and general good fortune, 
earned as reward due to past good karma. 

The applying aspect has a ninth-house influence: 
Spiritual awareness gained in previous lives 
should be used as the building block for further 
enlightenment. 

The separating aspect has a fifth-house influence: 
The ability for self-expression is present. Creative 
abilities are also evident and should be utilized in 
some manner.

(Sesquare) 

3° Orb for Planets (5° if O ( 2) Are Involved) 

This is considered a major aspect and gives 
periodic negative tendencies — dominance, ag¬ 
gression and impulsiveness — that are activated 
by others in the environment. 

The applying aspect has an eighth-house 
influence: Changes and upheaval periodically 
upset the native's equilibrium, making it neces¬ 
sary for him to rearrange his plans. 

The separating aspect has a fifth-house influence: 
The native has difficulty with self-expression or 
experiences inhibitions. Children may present 
problems.

T Orb for Planets (3° if O ! 2) Are Involved) 


This is considered a minor aspect and deals with 
mental abilities in the area of the occult, creativi¬ 
ty, ESP and clairvoyance and associated subtle 
forces. 

The applying aspect has an eighth-house 
influence: Occult interests and abilities rooted in 
past incarnations can be activated for further de¬ 
velopment. 

The separating aspect has a fifth-house influence: 
Gives native ability to express himself in any crea¬ 
tive area.

(Quincunx) 

3° Orb for Planets (5° if O / 2) Are Involved) 

This is considered a minor aspect, but nonethe¬ 
less a very important one. It deals with transfor¬ 
mation, changes in mental outlook and health 
patterns, death and regeneration. 

The applying aspect has an eighth-house 
influence: The native must reorganize financial in¬ 
terests held in any form of partnership. Personal 
changes and transformation become of prime im¬ 
portance when activated by progression or at time 
of transit. 

The separating aspect has a sixth-house influence.

(Opposition) 

8° Orb for Planets (10° if O / 2) Are Involved) 

This is a major aspect and has a first- and 
seventh-house influence. It indicates awareness, 
reaching out of the self to make contact with 
others, becoming cognizant of potential for rela¬ 
tionship with others. It teaches recognition of in¬ 
dividuality of self and others. Friends, marriage 
and business partners and the public at large all 
will act as catalysts. Self-discipline and harmony 
must be learned if the native is to achieve his 
growth potential. 
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Angular, 
Succedent and 
Cadent Houses, 
Quadruplidties 
and Hemispheres 


Houses 


The first, fourth, seventh and tenth houses are 
called angular houses. (See Figure 10.) In a chart, 
any planets found in these angular houses are 
strong, exercise great power and are very 
dynamic or activating, i.e., they set processes in 
motion and represent the primary areas of ex¬ 
perience. Angular-positioned planets indicate 
tremendous ability for self-expression and great 
freedom of function. The first house is the east 
(sunrise); the tenth house is the south (noon): 
the seventh house is the west (sunset); and the 
fourth house is the north (midnight). 

Figure 11 shows the succedent houses. These 
are succedent because thev directly follow the 


angular houses and are reactive to the action ex¬ 
pressed in the angular houses. The succedent 
houses are the second, fifth, eighth and eleventh. 
Planets found in these houses give stability and 
fixed purpose. 

Figure 12 shows the cadent houses. Cadent 
houses come before angular houses and are 
therefore the third, sixth, ninth and twelfth 
houses. These represent versatility, changeability 
and intuition. Planets found in them do not pro¬ 
vide much opportunity for action except when 
they are moving by progression, but they har¬ 
monize the processes begun by the angular 
houses and stabilized by the succedent houses. 
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If you memorize the four angular houses — 
one, four, seven and ten — you will have no 
trouble remembering which are the succedent 


houses (the four that follow the angular houses) 
and which the cadent (the four that precede the 
angular houses).

Quadruplicities 


Figures 13, 14 and 15 show the qualities. All the 
zodiacal signs correspond to one of three 
qualities — cardinal, fixed or mutable — which 
are referred to as the quadratures , Each quadra¬ 
ture contains all four elements (fire, earth, air and 
water). The cardinal cross (Figure 13) is com¬ 
posed of Aries (a fire sign) in opposition to Libra 
(an air sign), and Cancer (a water sign) in opposi¬ 
tion to Capricorn (an earth sign). Cardinal signs 
are forceful, authoritative, active and have the 
most power when positioned in angular houses. 

The fixed cross (Figure 14) is composed of 
Taurus (an earth sign) in opposition to Scorpio (a 
water sign), and Leo (a fire sign) in opposition to 


Aquarius (an air sign). Fixed signs are masterful, 
stable, rigid and have great fixidity of purpose. 
Should these signs occur in your own chart in an 
angular position, it would indicate you are deter¬ 
mined, organized and habit-bound. 

The mutable or common cross (Figure 15) is 
composed of Gemini (an air sign) in opposition to 
Sagittarius (a fire sign), and Virgo (an earth sign) 
in opposition to Pisces (a water sign). Mutable 
signs are adaptable and flexible. When mutable 
signs are found in angular positions, the native 
then has greater capacity for action; when found 
on cusps of succedent houses, these signs be¬ 
come more stable.

Hemispheres 


The hemispheres in the chart that most of the 
planets occupy also have significance. Basically, 
they show the spheres of activity where the na¬ 
tive's energies will tend to focalize and whether 
these will be working in an internal, external, per¬ 
sonal or impersonal way. The immediate notation 
of this is an important initial step in horoscope 
interpretation. 

Figure 16 shows the location of hemisphere 
emphasis. If most of the planets in a chart are 
found on the eastern side of the chart (referred to 
as the oriental side) — which extends from the 
cusp of the tenth house to the beginning of the 
cusp of the fourth house — this means a self- 
reliant nature. The native is a self-starter and often 
takes on more than he can manage. The road his 
life takes, therefore, is his personal choice. 

If most planets on the western (occidental) side 
of the chart — which extends from the beginning 
of the cusp of the fourth house to the beginning 
of the cusp of the tenth house — he functions on 
an impersonal plane. The native's life, therefore, 
is somewhat dependent on other people. This

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person will very often find himself imposed on by 
others in his needs and personal emergencies. 

If most planets are situated on the south (diur¬ 
nal) side of the chart — extending from the cusp 
of the seventh house to the cusp of the first 
house — it indicates a large scope of interests. 
The native is generally independent, proud and 
somewhat lucky. He usually desires leadership 
and has many interests, geared toward gaining 
recognition. 

If most planets are on the north (nocturnal) side 
of the chart — which extends from the cusp of the 
first house and ends at the cusp of the seventh 


house — they function strictly on the inner plane. 
This indicates narrow interests and also makes the 
native introverted and domestic. This person is 
prone to be somewhat moody and gloomy be¬ 
cause the north side of the chart represents the 
night. 

It is, of course, quite possible for a chart to 
show a combination. For instance, the same 
number of planets may appear on the east side as 
appear on the south side. This, incidentally, is 
one of the best combinations: not only does it 
make the native a self-starter but it also makes 
him a happy and gregarious person.

Categorizing 
by Planetaiy 
Distribution 


The next thing to look for in chart interpretation is 
the way the planets are distributed within the cir¬ 
cle. This gives the next clue or insight into a per¬ 
son. You will find that most people's planetary 
distribution fits into one of seven dassi- 
fications — locomotive, bowl, splay, seesaw, 


bucket, bundle and splash. There are, of course, 
deviations from the norm, which make some 
charts difficult to classify, but with practice, and 
by working with the charts of people who are 
familiar to you, you will quickly become adept at 
interpreting charts. 


Planetary Classifications 


The Locomotive Type 

About two-thirds of the chart (Figure 17) contains 
planets and one-third is empty. People whose 
charts are classified as locomotive require con¬ 
tinual opportunity, need appreciation,»are un¬ 
reasonably ambitious and desire success and 
power. Self-confidence is rooted in their personal 
experience. They have an exceptional fund of 
energy at their disposal. 

The leading planet — the first clockwise-orient¬ 
ed planet — and the house this planet is in are 
often important. If locomotive types are thwart¬ 
ed or frustrated, they may become rebellious.

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The Bowl Type 

More than one-third, but less than one-half, of 
the circle is empty. (See Figure 18.) 

This arrangement indicates self-sufficiency and 
an uncompromising effort to compel recognition 
and acceptance from others. The bowl type shows 
conscious and exaggerated self-importance, tire¬ 
less self-improvement and honesty. He tends to 
absorb experience. The leading planet will be re¬ 
vealing. Venus and Jupiter leading and well as- 
pected will be helpful, while Mars, Saturn, 
Uranus and Pluto, if negatively aspected, could be 
detrimental. Extra force is shown if the planets fall 
above, below, east or west of the horizon. 

The Splay Type 

This is generally a threefold arrangement, though 
it is not always easy to define as such. (See Figure 
19.) 

This pattern gives the native the potential for 
marked genius and an extraordinary chance to 
put his seal on human destiny. He may be very 
decent or he may be in some way perverted. Cer¬ 
tainly he dislikes being regimented or 
pigeonholed and will desperately try to escape 
being trapped within the boundaries of discipline 
or routine. His temperament will “poke" out into 
experience according to his own tastes. 

The Seesaw Type 

The ideal is an hourglass arrangement with two 
groups facing each other. (See Figure 20.) 

The seesaw type has the unusal ability to com¬ 
municate or share his intelligence. Genius is pos¬ 
sible and would be shown by the planet that de¬ 
viates from the hourglass arrangement. At worst, 
these people consider unorthodox ideas and see 
life through a different colored glass than the rest 
of us.

The Bucket Type 

A singleton, or one planet, across from all the 
others. (See Figure 21.) 

With a T-cross there is a capacity for enduring 
accomplishments. Achievement is important for 
the native's psychological well-being. The instinct 
for self-preservation may be lacking, so this pat¬ 
tern type often undergoes self-defeating experi¬ 
ences. He may be confused and if he dissipates 
his resources, may resort to ruthless tactics to 
achieve his ends and ambitions.

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The Bundle Type 

This is a rare grouping. All the planets are con¬ 
tained in one-third of the circle or less. (See Fig¬ 
ure 22.) 

This arrangement indicates a complacent and 
provincial person incapable of well-rounded de¬ 
velopment. But he has need for self-fulfillment, 
so he often tends to be a specialist. His thinking is 
rather confined, but he is capable of mastering a 
given subject in depth. 

The Splash Type 

This arrangement is easily recognized because the 
planets occupy as many signs as possible. It is the 
pattern with a wheel-like distribution. (See Figure 
23.) The difference between this and the splay 
type is that the latter needs at least one stellium (a 
grouping of four or more planets in one sign or 
house). 

Universality, exceptional achievement or waste 
are shown by this pattern. The native needs a 
well-rounded education because scattering ten¬ 
dencies are present.

Planetary Configurations 


The Grand Cross 

Now look at Figure 24, which shows the grand 
cross configuration within a chart. One planet is 
in Sagittarius and another is in opposition in Gem¬ 
ini, and at the same time there is a planet in 
Virgo and another one in opposition to it in the 
sign of Pisces. In otherwords, we have two sets of 
planets in opposition placed so that they are at 90° 
intervals around the chart, plus or minus the 
permitted orb. 

People who are born with a grand cross have to 
meet continual tests and crises in their lives. The 
grand cross configuration occurs where two sets 
of planets are in opposition and on either side 
square to two or more planets. 

The T-Square 

This configuration shows accomplishment and 
achievement. (See Figure 25.) Two planets are in 
opposition to each other, and one planet is in 
square aspect to the two opposing planets. For

instance, we have one planet in Aries, another in 
opposition in Libra and a third in Capricorn. The 
configuration looks like a "T." The planet that has 
the short leg of the "T" is the one that makes a 
square to the other two and carries the weight or 
responsibility for making accomplishment possi¬ 
ble. 

The Grand Trine 

This configuration indicates ease and effortless 
good fortune. Therefore it very often signifies 
nonachievement. In a grand trine three planets 
are found 120° apart from each other (plus al¬ 
lowance for permitted orb). An example of this 
would be planets in Aries, Leo and Sagittarius. 
(See Figure 26.) 

The Simple Trine 

A simple trine occurs when two planets are 120° 
apart from each other (plus allowance for permit¬ 
ted orb). This is a harmonious combination; both 
planets and the signs and houses they occupy 
must be evaluated. An example of a simple trine is 
one planet in Virgo and the other planet in Cap¬ 
ricorn (see Figure 27). A trine gives natural ease of 
expression. A trine can occur between two signs 
of the same element, such as earth (Virgo and 
Capricorn in our example), or, depending on the 
degree the two planets occupy, between two 
signs of different elements. (28° Virgo or 2° 
Aquarius gives an earth-and-air combination.)

Negative and 
Positive 
Positions 
of the Planets 


The positive and negative ranges ot the planets 
are shown in Figure 28. For example, if a planet is 
in 12 2 Leo, it is in the negative range. If another 
planet is in 14° Virgo, that planet would be in a 
positive range. 

Most planets in a positive position indicate 
greater optimism, more self-expression and a real¬ 
istic, direct approach to life. On the other hand, 
most planets in negative positions give greater in¬ 
trospection, receptivity and — depending on 
other factors in the chart — too much self¬ 


repression. 

When making up a chart, determine how many 
of the ten planets are in a positive position and 
how many are in a negative position. If five 
planets are positive and five negative, the indica¬ 
tion is for an emotionally balanced person. 

At the risk of being repetitious, let me remind 
you again never to interpret a person by isolated 
factors in his or her chart. At all times the whole 
chart has to be taken into consideration. This, of 
course, takes time and practice.

The 

Decanates 


Each sign, since it consists of 30°, can be divided 
into three decanates of 10° each. In other words, 
every sign from 0° to 9°59' belongs to the first 
decanate, and any natal planet situated in the first 
decanate partakes of or is influenced by that sign 
and the planet that rules it. Any planet situated in 
the second decanate, which ranges from 10° of a 
sign to 19°59', is subinfluenced by the next sign 
counting in a counterclockwise direction of the 
same element . Any natal planet in the third deca¬ 
nate, which ranges from 20° of a sign to 29°59', is 
subinfluenced by the third sign counting in a 
counterclockwise direction of the same element. 

Assuming that a natal planet is positioned in the 
first decanate of Libra, this planet would take on 
the attributes of the sign Libra and the planet 
Venus, which rules Libra. Any natal planet 
situated in the second decanate of Libra would 
also take on the attributes of Libra and Venus, but 
in addition would be subinfluenced by the next 
counterclockwise air sign, Aquarius, which is 
ruled by Uranus and Saturn. A natal planet in the 


third decanate of Libra, again, would take on the 
attributes of Libra and Venus, but in addition 
would be subinfluenced by the third coun¬ 
terclockwise air sign, Gemini, which is ruled by 
Mercury. 

Since this is a difficult concept to grasp, one 
more example: A planet in the first decanate of 
Aquarius takes on the attributes of the sign 
Aquarius and of the planets Uranus and Saturn, 
which rule the sign. A planet in the second deca¬ 
nate of Aquarius, in addition to taking on the 
influence of the sign and its ruling planet, also 
takes on a subinfluence coming from the next air 
sign, which is Gemini. A planet in the third deca¬ 
nate of Aquarius takes on the influence of 
Aquarius, plus the subinfluence coming from the 
third air sign, Libra. 

Table 24 shows the decanate for all the signs 
with approximate dates when the sun is in various 
decantes. In Chapter 20, where a complete synth¬ 
esis of a natal chart is given, you will see how 
these refinements help in evaluating a chart.

Venus, Mars 
andthe 
Fifth House 


Venus and Mars are the planets of romance and 
sex. From an astrological point of view, Venus 
represents pleasure through the emotions and 
Mars represents the sexual drive. 

In order to achieve sexual harmony, it is impor¬ 
tant to understand the emotional as well as the 
physical needs and drives of a partner. In this 
chapter we will discuss Mars first in a man's chart 
and then in a woman's chart, and Venus in a 
man's chart and in a woman s. I suggest that you 
read the information on Venus several times in 
the various signs and the information on Mars in 
the various signs. 

Since the fifth house rules love affairs and sex¬ 
ual urges, it, too, must be analyzed in a natal 
chart. The sign that rules the cusp of the fifth 
house is highly significant for an evaluation of the 
native's sexual needs. 

Let us take some examples. The first will be a 
man who has Venus (9) in Virgo (frp), Mars (d) in 
Virgo (fTp) and the sign of Pisces ®0) on the cusp of 


the fifth house. He would be attracted to a woman 
who is realistic (Venus in Virgo) and dedicated to 
him without being overtly demonstrative. Pisces 
on the cusp of the fifth house shows that he 
needs a partner who is romantic, but since his 
Mars and Venus are in Virgo, at first he may ap¬ 
pear cold to her. This is because he has a tre¬ 
mendous fear of being rebuffed, so he needs a 
woman who offers encouragement. She must 
have a lot of understanding, patience and 
warmth, but at the same time, she should never 
make him feel he is being smothered. Obviously, 
this is a complex pattern. 

Take another example — a woman who has 
Venus (9) in Cancer ($), Mars (d) in Aries (T) 
and Pisces (00) on the cusp of the fifth house. Her 
Venus in Cancer indicates that she needs a man 
she can mother, and she is looking for the same in 
return from him, as well as someone who under¬ 
stands her moods. Her Mars in Aries demands 
that her partner be forceful and self-confident. 
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But even if he isn't, she would like him to appear 
that way. Pisces on the cusp of her fifth 
house — as in the previous example — shows 
strong romantic leanings, but in her case this is 
emphasized more strongly because her Venus is 
positioned in Cancer. Since she is more de¬ 
monstrative than the man in the first example, she 


is capable of overt romantic expressions. If these 
two people were to marry, the woman would 
have to learn to pull back somewhat, and the man 
in turn would have to recognize her need for 
romantic gestures. Through a mutual understand¬ 
ing of their needs, drives, actions and reactions, 
both could develop an excellent relationship.

Mercury, which rules the mental functions and 
thought processes, can only be in the same sign 
as the Sun, in the sign that precedes the Sun or in 
the sign that follows the Sun. When reading the 


interpretations given below for Mercury and the 
Sun, keep in mind that Mercury positioned be¬ 
fore the Sun shows that the mind is quicker and 
more alert than if Mercury is placed after the Sun.

Sun in Aries — Mercury in Aries 

This person must learn reasoning, detachment 
and logic.

He dislikes 
people who are idle and is himself tenacious, 
stubborn and immovable, never forgetting or for¬ 
giving an insult, real or imagined.

Although these individuals are willing to see other 
people's viewpoints, this does not mean that they 
will necessarily change their own. They are artistic 
and appreciate beauty in all its forms. They may 
have good voices, capable of being trained, and 
executive ability, and are able to make money, 
which is helpful since they are also good spend¬ 
ers. 

Sun in Scorpio — Mercury in Sagittarius 

There is a quick but not terribly original thought 
pattern here. A good education is needed as the 
thinking pattern may be disorganized and dis¬ 
jointed, which is sometimes manifested in a ten¬ 
dency to talk first and think later. Too fast in ev¬ 
erything, these people should learn to plan 
methodically. They should also take physical 
exercise. 

Sun in Sagittarius — Mercury in Sagittarius 

These people must learn to finish things as their 
tendency is to start work on a projected idea and 
then, halfway through, lose interest in it. They 
have a philosophical approach to life, but it may 
be only superficial and confused. However, they 
can be very successful if they are taught concen¬ 
tration in childhood. 

Sun in Sagittarius — Mercury in Scorpio 

This is a penetrating mind with a quick grasp of 
ideas. These people are logical, practical and 
honorable. They appreciate art from a collector's 
point of view. Often they have surgical aptitudes 
to a high degree. They are adventurous and ap¬ 
pear tougher than they are. 

Sun in Sagittarius — Mercury in Capricorn 

This person is loyal and devoted to family and 


friends. The mind is stable and dependable; they 
have good mental balance. At times there is a 
strong pride and idealism, but sometimes at¬ 
titudes are too rigid and conventional. 

Sun in Capricorn — Mercury in Capricorn 

Even in youth, these people see and accept condi¬ 
tions as they really are. They are total realists and 
because of this, depend only on themselves. They 
are proud, ambitious and ethical, espousing high 
moral standards. Because they are never con¬ 
fused, they can succeed in any type of activity. 

Sun in Capricorn — Mercury in Sagittarius 

This quick and alert mentality is at times prone to 
philosophize to an inordinate degree. The main 
problem is to maintain a fixed goal. These people 
must learn to be practical and realistic, for then 
their achievements can be great. 

Sun in Capricorn — Mercury in Aquarius 

Political and scientific leanings are usually present 
with this combination. Often there is a high de¬ 
gree of original thought, along with the ability to 
make the unusual acceptable. These people are 
community-oriented, humane and able to func¬ 
tion on a broad scale, where they can analyze the 
whole. 

Sun in Aquarius — Mercury in Aquarius 

This is a highly idealistic person with noticeable 
impracticality. The native is aware of his impracti- 
cality but could not care less. He has a great need 
for freedom, loves to communicate and is kind 
and understanding, although his motives are 
often misunderstood by others. He has many 
dormant abilities, and once a choice is made and 
specific goals set, he can achieve much. 

Sun in Aquarius — Mercury in Capricorn 

This setup produces shrewd business heads. They 
think and operate on a large scale but always on a 
practical level. They may be interested in science 
and art and have mechanical aptitudes. Often 
they are more generous than their behavior indi¬ 
cates. 

Sun in Aquarius — Mercury in Pisces 

There is an impractical approach to life here, as 
well as a confused thinking pattern. At times, 
these people are kind and generous — at other 
times, they exhibit strange and unreasonable at¬ 
titudes. They can also be imposed upon by 
strong-willed peopie, providing the latter use the 
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soft-sell approach. Often there are mystical in¬ 
terests. 

Sun in Pisces — Mercury in Pisces 

This kind of person is difficult to understand. His 
thinking is often confused and muddled, which 
causes him to be inarticulate on important mat¬ 
ters and very articulate on unimportant things. 
However, he is highly imaginative and receptive 
to environmental influences. His undoing is a 
tendency to go to emotional extremes. 

Sun in Pisces — Mercury in Aquarius 

If properly trained, this individual may achieve 
great success in the arts or sciences. Although 
they have very understanding humanitarian at¬ 


titudes, their motives are often misunderstood by 
others, which causes mental loneliness. They 
have a strong mystical leaning which should be 
developed to gain inner equilibrium and peace. 

Sun in Pisces — Mercury in Aries 

These people tend to be too direct and outspo¬ 
ken. Although they act touchy, they are not espe¬ 
cially sensitive or easily hurt. Often they make 
enemies because they try to cover their mistakes 
with too much talk and not enough action. They 
should learn to analyze a situation thoroughly to 
overcome their predilection for blundering ahead 
thoughtlessly. They have mechanical aptitudes 
and an ability for detail work.

Using Your 
Chart to Find 
Relationships 
with Others 


You can use your chart to delineate your relation¬ 
ships with your brothers and sisters, children, wife 
or husband (if there is more than one marriage, 
the chart will show your relationships with each 
marriage partner). Write down the names of all 
your brothers and sisters, even if some have died, 
starting with the oldest and continuing in 
chronological sequence to the youngest. Do not 
include yourself — you are ruled by the cusp of 
your first house. 

Start with the cusp of your third house which 
rules your oldest brother or sister. Always include 
the house in question in your counting. Begin 
with the cusp of the first house (you) and count 
three cusps, which brings you to the cusp of the 
third house. This house now becomes the first 
house for your oldest brother or sister. The cusp 
of your fourth house becomes the second house 
for your oldest brother or sister and the cusp of 
your fifth house his or her third house, and so on. 
The cusp of your fifth house identifies your sec¬ 
ond oldest brother or sister. Since this house also 
represents your first child, you may find it in¬ 


teresting to note that the relationships between 
you and your first child and between you and 
your second brother or sister are similar. Your 
fifth house now becomes the first house of your 
second oldest brother or sister. Your sixth house 
is his or her second, and your seventh house his 
or her third. The seventh house, logically enough, 
is the first house of your third oldest brother or 
sister. This — your seventh house — also iden¬ 
tifies your first husband or wife. Continue in this 
manner around the zodiac to identify as many 
brothers and sisters as you have. 

Now for the identification of your children: 
Your fifth house (five houses away from your first) 
shows your first child. Your second child — who 
would be the brother or sister of your first 
child — is shown by the cusp of your seventh 
house. So your seventh house becomes the first 
house of your second child. If you have a third 
child, he or she would be identified by the cusp of 
your ninth house (counting in threes again for all 
siblings). 

Now if you have grasped the method of count- 
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ing, you will know where to find your first child's 
own first child. Because your first child has been 
shown by your fifth house, your child's first child 
would be shown by your ninth house. Starting to 
count at your fifth cusp, turn the chart so that 
your fifth house is on the ascendant: 

Your fifth is the first house for your first child. 

Your sixth is the second house for your first child. 

Your seventh is the third house for your first 
child. 

Your eighth is the fourth house for your first 
child. 

Your ninth is the fifth house for your first child. 

Go over the previous identification setup several 
times until it becomes automatic. 

Next, let's consider husbands and wives. The 
cusp of your seventh house rules your first hus¬ 
band or wife. Then we skip one house and go to 
your ninth house, which rules and identifies your 
second husband or wife. The cusp of the eleventh 
house (again we have skipped one house) would 
show your third husband or wife. And so on. 

The reason your seventh house identifies your 
first marriage partner is because it is in opposition 
to your first house (you). Even though we utilize 
the ninth house, eleventh house, etc., for iden¬ 
tification of further marriage partners, the 
seventh house must be considered in interpreta¬ 
tions of all marriages. Let's say that the ruler of the 
cusp of your seventh house is afflicted.* This in¬ 
dicates problems that will have to be handled. On 
the other hand, if the ruler of the cusp of your 


ninth house is better situated, this does not mean 
that all difficulties and restrictions indicated by 
the seventh house (the original marriage house) 
are lifted. It indicates only that you will face prob¬ 
lems in your second marriage better than you did 
in your first. 

The cusp of your eleventh house identifies the 
first husband or wife of your first child because 
the fifth (house of your first child) and the 
eleventh houses are in opposition. Notice that 
here again we have a first-to-seventh-house rela¬ 
tionship (as in your own marriage). When possi¬ 
ble, you should work with the natal chart of the 
person in question as the natal chart is the only 
real tool for a thorough interpretation. But if this 
is impossible, use the chart of one of that per¬ 
son's parents. (I have found the mother's chart 
better here than the father's.) 

Do not try to read your own chart as one of your 
brother's, sister's, children's or husband's charts. 
The method given here is chiefly valuable be¬ 
cause it shows the kind of relationship formed 
between the ruler of the specific house cusp for 
the person in question and your own ruler. (By 
ruler I mean the planet that rules your first 
house.) In other words, if you have Sagittarius 
rising, your own ruler would be Jupiter. If your 
child's house cusp is Aries, the ruler is Mars. 
Therefore to discover your relationship with your 
child, you would analyze the relationship be¬ 
tween Jupiter and Mars. 


* A planet is afflicted when it is in a stress aspect to another 
planet (semisquare, square, sesquare or opposition).

Uranus, Neptune, Pluto 


These three outermost planets of the solar system 
are not important in interpersonal relationships 
because they influence society at large rather than 
individuals. Uranus, when the native is approxi¬ 
mately fifteen, makes a sextile, which gives coop¬ 
eration and interests in the areas of invention and 
science and makes it possible for the person to 
accept the conditions and plans of those in au¬ 
thority. When the native is about twenty-one, 
Uranus makes a square with the next generation, 
which shows dissimilar interests between chil¬ 
dren and parents and consequent rebellion at an 
early age on the part of the children. When the 
native is approximately thirty-five, Uranus makes 
a trine aspect, indicating understanding and 
cooperation between parents and offspring and 
acceptance by the parent of the goals of the 
younger generation. At approximately age forty- 
two, Uranus is in opposition, and since this brings 
transformation and change, it is often a turning 


point in the person's personal attitudes. Frustra¬ 
tion is indicated between the younger and older 
generations. Uranus takes approximately eighty- 
four years to complete a transit of all the signs. 

Neptune takes approximately 168 years to com¬ 
plete a transit of the zodiac, so the sextile, square 
and trine aspects are possible in the average 
lifetime, but the opposition aspect is rare. To find 
the time when these aspects occur, consult an 
ephemeris. The sextile occurs at approximately 
age thirty-five. The result is a spiritual groping to¬ 
ward an understanding of the self in relationship 
to the universe at large. At approximately age 
forty-five, the square occurs, which often brings 
a period of emotional and mental confusion 
about spiritual values. At approximately age seven¬ 
ty, the trine occurs, which induces a mellowing 
of attitudes and beliefs along with empathy with 
the younger generation. 

Pluto takes approximately 248 years to complete 
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a transit of the zodiac. Pluto's movement is erratic 
in its path around the Sun, so it is difficult to es¬ 
tablish even an approximate age at which sextiles 
and squares can be formed. Since the move¬ 


ment of Pluto is slow, trines and oppositions are 
impossible in a person s lifetime. Pluto deals 
with mass opinion, changes and transformation, 
and evokes reactions to a changed social order.

North and South 

Nodes of 
the Moon 
in Signs 
and Houses 


Essentially, the position of the north node (also 
called caput draconis, or dragon's head) in the 
chart shows in what areas of life the native will 
receive extra benefits. Its nature is associated with 
Venus and Jupiter. The nature of the south node 
(cauda draconis , or dragon's tail) is more closely 
associated with Saturn, and it marks an area 
where the native must accomplish personal trans¬ 
formation through self-evaluation. 

To find the position of the north and south 
nodes, look at Table 14 in Chapter 4. In the next to 
the last column you will see the Moon's node. In 
the example chart illustrated in Figure 38 in Ap¬ 
pendix B, the north node is inserted in the 
eleventh house at 20° Capricorn 07'. The north 
node is recorded in an ephemeris every two days. 
Note in Table 14 how it retrogrades at the rate of 3 
minutes a day, or 6 minutes every two days. It is 
unnecessary to do any math work to obtain the 
position of the north node; it can be done very 
quickly in your head. As you can see in Table 14, 
the north node on the 7th was 20 c Capricorn 08'. 
In the example chart (Figure 38), after making the 
necessary planetary' correction we were 10 hours 
and 24 minutes into thr 7th. This is roughly less 


than half a day, so we deducted 1 minute from the 
position of the Moon's north node and inserted 
the result (20°07') on the chart. 

The Moon's south node is always in exact op¬ 
position to the north node. In our example chart 
in Appendix B it would be 20° Cancer 07', and it 
would be found in the fifth house. It is not neces¬ 
sary to record the south node (it is not recorded 
in Figure 38), though you may if you like. 

In order to interpret the north and south nodes, 
first read the interpretation of the north node by 
sign, then read the interpretation of the north 
node by houseand, finally, blendthe information. 
Do the same for the south node. This procedure 
gives you additional factors to blend for an accur¬ 
ate chart reading. 

As an example, let's take someone who is born 
with the north node in Gemini in the eighth 
house, which would place the south node in op¬ 
position in Sagittarius in the second house. We 
know we have four factors to blend: 

1. North Node (S3) in Gemini 

Th is indicates excellent mental agility, plenty 
of optimism and a general ability to adapt to 
circumstances. 
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2. North Node (Q) in Eighth House 

The promise here is of a long life and possible 
gain through inheritance 

3. South Node (£3) in Sagittarius 

This indicates the native must learn tact. He or 
she may be subject to overoptimism and poor 
judgment. There is a possibility that real 
achievement may be withheld. In a previous 
life the native may have been superficial and 
reckless. Thus there is a subconscious ten¬ 
dency to inner discontent and restlessness 
which must be corrected. 

4. South Node (£3) in Second House 

The indications are a loss of prestige and 
financial difficulty resulting from a habit of tak¬ 
ing rather than giving in previous incarnation. 

From these factors we could synthesize the fol¬ 
lowing interpretation: 


Since this person has mental agility, he is able 
to adapt to circumstances quickly but he must 
learn tact. He must also learn to curb his excessive 
optimism because, unchecked, it may prevent 
him from reaching real achievement, especially in 
the financial area. His subconscious tendency to 
recklessness and discontent also needs to be cor¬ 
rected. It would be wise for this person to learn to 
sleep on a problem before taking any action. 

Since the native is promised long life, he will 
have plenty of chances to work out his predisposi¬ 
tion to superficiality. No matter how rough his life 
may become, his natural optimism and adaptabil¬ 
ity will make it possible for him to achieve a new 
or different approach to solving problems. 

Try the interpretation of the north and south 
nodes by sign and house on your own chart and 
those of your friends and relatives for practice. 
First read through Table 25.

Arabian Parts: 
How to Figure 
Them and the Part 
of Fortune by 
Signs and Houses 


The Arabian parts derive from an Arabian system 
of astrology that takes the degree cusp of the as¬ 
cendant at birth, adds the degree of a specific 
planet, and then subtracts the degree of a specific 
planet. The final position indicates an imaginary 
point in a chart that is activated by a transiting or 
progressed planet. Any Arabian part may also be 
progressed by an age arc, which often times a 
future event. 

The most commonly used Arabian part is the 
part of fortune, and it should be inserted into 
every chart. Refer to Figure 29 for an illustration of 
the math work involved in computing the part of 
fortune. Here the ascendant is 21° Pisces 38'. 
Pisces is the eleventh sign,* and this number is 
written down under "Signs." The position of the 

*ln the Arabian system the signs are numbered differently. 
Pisces is the twelfth sign of the zodiac counting from and 
including Aries, but in the Arabian system a sign is not 
counted until it is completed — 30° of Aries (which is Taurus) 
is one sign. Therefore Pisces is the eleventh sign in the Arabian 
system, and Aries is the twelfth. 


Moon, which is 5° Sagittarius 57', is added to the 
figure for the ascendant. Sagittarius is the eighth 
sign, which number is written under "Signs." 
Added together, these figures give a total of 19 
signs 26°105'. Next the position of the Sun, which 
is 15° Scorpio 37' (Scorpio is the seventh sign), 
was deducted, leaving a total of 12 signs 11°68'. 
For a final figure, the 68' were converted into 
1°08', giving a total of 12 signs 12°08\ Since the 0 
sign or the twelfth sign is Aries, the final figure 
is 12° Aries 08'. 

Now, to ascertain the correct interpretation for 
the part of fortune, first read the interpretation of 
its element (fire, earth, air or water), and then 
read the interpretation of the house position. 

Table 26 shows many more Arabian parts that 
can be utilized. None of them should be used 
when the moment of birth is unknown since the 
accuracy of most of them depends on knowing 
the correct ascendant. Some of them also depend 
on the sign and the degrees of other house cusps, 
such as the part of wedding or legalizing, where

the cusps of the ninth and third houses are 
utilized. The part of marriage utilizes the cusps of 
the first and seventh houses by signs and degrees. 
The part of bereavement adds the sign and the 
degrees of the cusp of the twelfth house to the 


ruler of that house and then subtracts the planet 
Neptune. If, for instance, the sign Capricorn is 
positioned on the cusp of the twelfth house, then 
Saturn's position (Saturn is the ruler of Capricorn) 
in the chart by sign and degree would be utilized.

Where a sign that is ruled by two planets — such 
as Pisces or Aquarius — appears on the cusp of 
the twelfth for the part of bereavement or on the 
cusp of the eighth for the part of peril, then two 
parts of fortune should be worked out, one for 
each ruler (Neptune and Jupiter for Pisces, and 
Saturn and Uranus for Aquarius).

years in which specific crucial events occurred. 
Check the transits and progressions existing at 
the time of these events. These specific Arabian 
parts should register, assuring you of a correct 
birthtime. It is not necessary to use all the Arabian 
parts listed, but it will be helpful to note the 
parts of fortune, peril, sickness and surgery. 
Most of you will probably also be interested in 
the part of marriage or legalizing. 


Part of Fortune 

(Formula: Ascendant + 5 - 0 ) 


The part of fortune represents worldly success, 
achieved mainly through the native's own efforts. 
It is as far distant from the ascendant as the Sun is 
from the Moon. 

In the Signs 

Fire Signs This imparts the energy to excel. Often 
there are interests in inventions, new projects and 
unusual methods for solving problems. 

Earth Signs The part of fortune is evidenced in 
practical expressions. There is a need for security 
and a foundation. 

Air Signs In air signs the part gives an interest in 
mental expressions and pursuits. Fulfillment may 
be achieved through literary, artistic or social 
work. 


Water Signs Here the part of fortune emphasizes 
emotional, psychic and intuitive pursuits or in¬ 
terests. 

In The Houses 

First House Gain, development, happiness and 
progress are key words for this placement. But all 
of these will only come about through the native s 
own efforts. 

Second House Gain through business or prop¬ 
erty is possible here. Friends and business as¬ 
sociates may play a large part in helping the native 
reach financial security. 

Third House This emphasizes a gain through in¬ 
tellectual pursuits and a tendency to examine the 
motives of one's self and others. 
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Fourth House Here there may be gain through 
the family, property and products of the earth. 
The native has a great need to establish harmony 
within his environment. 

Fifth House A gain through artistic and pleasura¬ 
ble pursuits is emphasized here. The protection 
of and by children is also often indicated. 

Sixth House Here there will be gain through 
employment and employees. The native is able to 
act in a responsible manner toward his inferiors. 

Seventh House This position brings gain 
through any form of partnership, successful law¬ 
suits and harmonious relationships. 

Eighth House Here there is a tendency to gain 
through inheritance of goods of the dead. The 
native has the ability to utilize others' money. 

Ninth House A gain through higher education, 
publishing, travel, religious and philosophical 
pursuits is indicated with this placement. 


Tenth House Here a gain through unusual 
events helps the native to rise to a position of 
importance. This can be either in the family circle 
or in the professional world. 

Eleventh House A gain through friends, organi¬ 
zations and affiliations is indicated here. The type 
of friends, whether original, conservative, intel¬ 
lectual or sensitive, will be indicated by the ele¬ 
ment that the part of fortune is found in. 

Twelfth House Here there will be gain through 
meditation, introspection and self-examination. 
This position shows that confidence and self- 
worth must be assiduously cultivated. 

If the part of fortune is heavily afflicted by the 
planets, the preceding interpretations will take on 
negative or opposite meanings. The native must 
then become aware that he has a greater than 
average responsibility to fulfill and satisfy his own 
needs. 
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The 

Solstice Points 


The solstice points are also called the antiscions, 
though most writers and teachers of astrology 
refer to them as solstice points. These are the 
points in the ecliptic of the zodiac at which the 
Sun turns from 0° Cancer or 0° Capricorn back to 
the celestial equator.* At both 0° Cancer and 0° 
Capricorn, the Sun is at its greatest distance from 
the celestial equator. The summer solstice occurs 
about June 21, when the Sun is in 0° Cancer, and 
the winter solstice occurs about December 21, 
when the Sun is at 0° Capricorn. A planet's sol¬ 
stice point is figured from 0° Cancer or 0° Cap¬ 
ricorn and carried in remaining degrees and min¬ 
utes over to the other solstice axis. 

When a progressed or transiting planet passes 
over the solstice point of a natal planet, the natal 
planet that this solstice point belongs to will be 
activated. The event will depend on the natal 
planet itself, the house position and the aspects 

• The ecliptic of the zodiac is the apparent annual path of the 
Sun. (In astrology the motions of the planets are described as 
they appear to an observer on earth.) The celestial equator is 
the circle described in the heavens by the daily turning of the 
earth on its axis. 


that the natal planet makes in the native's chart. 
The reasons for many occurrences that are not 
apparent at first glance can thus be explained. 

Solstice points are measured as illustrated in 
Figure 30. A planet in Cancer has its solstice point 
in Gemini; a planet in Virgo has its solstice point 
in Aries. The same holds true for the following 
combinations: Leo — Taurus, Virgo — Aries, 

Capricorn — Sagittarius, Aquarius — Scorpio and 
Pisces— Libra. Look, now, at Figure 31. If, for 
instance, you had a natal planet in 12° Aries, you 
would subtract 12° from 30° (the total number 
of degrees possible in a sign), and that planet's 
solstice point would be 18° Virgo. The opposition 
point of 18° Virgo is 18° Pisces, which would there¬ 
fore also be affected. In this illustration you can 
see that the solstice very often works like a 
ricocheting bullet. 

Let's do a few more examples so you can see 
what I mean. A planet in 20° Aries would have its 
solstice point in 10° Virgo. A planet in 25° Aries 
would have its solstice point in 5° Virgo. A planet 
in 5 C Taurus would have it solstice point in 25° Leo. 
A planet in 10° Taurus would have its solstice

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point in 20° Leo. Can you see how in each of our 
examples the total number of degrees of a natal 
planet and its solstice position is always 30? In 
each case the opposition point is also affected. 
Therefore, if a natal planet — for instance, Jupiter 
(see Figure 40 in Appendix B) — is in 6° Capricorn 
12', it would have its solstice point in 23° Sagit¬ 
tarius 48'. The opposite point would, of course, 
be 23° Gemini 48'. In other words, you can have a 


transiting planet or progressed planet at 23° Sagit¬ 
tarius 48', or 23° Gemini 48', and Jupiter would 
become activated. 

All the solstice points for Figure 38 are listed in 
Table 34 in Appendix A. I suggest that you list your 
own natal planet's solstice points and note those 
days when the Moon transits these various points, 
(For transits, use a current ephemeris, the use of 
which is explained in Appendix A.) 
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Transits and 
Progressions of 
Planets through 
the Houses 


The interpretations given in this chapter can be 
used for the progressions as well as for the trans¬ 
its. Transits are the positions of planets on any 
given day as they appear in a current ephemeris. 
They serve to trigger events promised by the natal 
and progressed planets. The progressed planets 
set up a situation, while the transits set it off.* 
Always look up the longitude of a planet in your 
emphemeris to see which house is being trans¬ 
ited. Then read the interpretation as given in this 
chapter, which must be modified according to the 
aspect the transiting planet is making to a prog¬ 
ressed or natal planet in your chart. 

• For an explanation of progressions and transits, see Appen¬ 
dix C. 


If you are serious about astrology, faithfully 
keep a two-year diary of mood changes and 
events concerning not only your family and 
friends, but also your neighborhood, business 
and the like. Alongside these events mark down 
the planetary positions for that day. This is one of 
the fastest ways to learn your actions and reac¬ 
tions in relation to a given planetary position. At 
the end of the two-year period you will realize 
that astrology is a law of recurring cycles. 

The interpretation of planets through the 
houses is subject to modification depending on 
aspects. However, a knowledge of the houses 
being affected by either a transitory or progressed 
planet will give you an understanding of the 
specific areas of life that are brought into focus by 
these planetary movements. 
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Moon Moving through the 
Houses by Transit or Progression 


First House 

This marks a period of restlessness and dissatis¬ 
faction with existing circumstances. Often there is 
a desire to start something new. 

Second House 

Often a change in financial status is indicated. The 
native should guard against unnecessary expendi¬ 
tures and learn to budget. 

Third House 

This brings an interest in travel and study and 
often stimulates relationships with relatives and 
neighbors. The mind is often unstable and 
restless. 

Fourth House 

This can bring a desire for change of the home or 
for redecorating. Family interests become more 
important. 

Fifth House 

A desire for social activities, romance and creative 
expression is indicated. Children will become im¬ 
portant in the chart of a parent. 

Sixth House 

Attention should be paid to health, hygiene and 
nutrition. A change in employment or in attitudes 
toward employees is also sometimes indicated. 

Seventh House 

Here there is a greater need for cooperation with 


others as well as for an active social life. All 
partnerships gain in importance. 

Eighth House 

This is a good time to evaluate financial setups 
and investigate insurance policies. Often there is 
an interest in occult subjects. 

Ninth House 

Religious and philosophical studies become more 
important. Travel may be indicated. This is a good 
time to expand horizons. 

Tenth House 

Here there is a strong desire for popularity. A 
change in career can also occur, but first the na¬ 
tive should analyze whether change is advisable. 
This is a good time to consider reputation and 
finalize goals. 

Eleventh House 

This often brings changes in goals and life at¬ 
titudes. The native becomes more community- 
oriented. New friendships may also begin around 
this time. 

Twelfth House 

This transit may give excessive dreams, moodi¬ 
ness and feelings of melancholy. It is important 
for the native to remain realistic while the Moon is 
going through this house. Fears and phobias 
should be analyzed. 


Sun Moving through the Houses 


First House 

The native should practice self-confidence and 
work to improve his or her status. Success can be 
gained if effort is made. 

Second House 

This brings an opportunity for additional income. 


However, guard against extravagance — money is 
often spent on luxuries. 

Third House 

The native should now learn a new manual or 
mental skill. This is a good time to begin new 
studies and writing projects. 


Transits and Progressions of Planets through the Houses 119 


Fourth House 

Attention is focused on the home. This is a good 
time tor repair work or redecorating. 

Fifth House 

All social and artistic pursuits are favored. Chil¬ 
dren may become more important at this time. 
There may also be some activity in the native's 
love life. 

Sixth House 

The native should be sure to get enough rest and 
think about how he can improve his relationships 
with co-workers and employees. 

Seventh House 

This is excellent for making progress in all kinds 
of partnerships. It the Sun is well aspected, it is 
also a favorable time for winning lawsuits. 

Eighth House 

This may bring a monetary gift or inheritance. It 


is, in any case, a good time for building a nest 
egg. It is also a favorable time to pursue recent 
interests. 

Ninth House 

This is a good time for studies and travel. Reli¬ 
gious and legal affairs may become prominent. 

Tenth House 

This is an excellent time for securing a position of 
authority. With work, the native can make gains in 
his or her vocation. 

Eleventh House 

Influential friends may be helpful for attainment 
of the native's goals and wishes. The pace of so¬ 
cial life may also be stepped up. 

Twelfth House 

Quiet and rest are indicated. Success comes from 
working quietly behind the scenes. This is a good 
time to lay the groundwork for a creative project. 


Mercury Moving through the Houses 


First House 

This brings a fluctuation of attitudes. The native 
should thoughtfully analyze his standing and pos¬ 
ition in life. He should also get enough rest be¬ 
cause this placement may bring nervousness. 

Second House 

This is excellent tor financial gain through any 
form ot communication. 

Third House 

Literary interests become prominent. This is a 
good time to make careful travel plans, to write 
letters and to handle all information wisely. 

Fourth House 

Guard against restlessness due to fluctuating 
emotional moods. This often brings a desire to 
change residence. 

Fifth House 

An excellent time for all creative expressions, at¬ 
tending plays, sports activity, teaching or working 
with children. 


Sixth House 

Here the native should curb mental restlessness 
and try to decrease his anxieties through rest. 
There may be small annoyances from employees. 

Seventh House 

The native should get together with interesting 
and intellectual people. If Mercury is well 
aspected, this is an especially good time for sign¬ 
ing contracts. 

Eighth House 

There may be a deepening interest in mystical 
subjects. The native should thoroughly analyze ail 
documents and insurance policies before signing. 

Ninth House 

This is a favorable time to attend to details con¬ 
cerning trips and legal matters. The intellectual 
horizon is broadened. The mind may be ex¬ 
tremely active under this transit. 

Tenth House 

Public and professional life are prominent. The 
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native should reconsider professional goals and 
avoid putting too many irons in the fire. 

Eleventh House 

Here the native's activity in groups and organiza¬ 
tions increases. Intellectual relationships may be 


suddenly formed. 

Twelfth House 

This brings a desire for seclusion. It is an excellent 
time for inspired creative writing. There is an abil¬ 
ity to concentrate on one objective. 


Venus Moving through the Houses 


First House 

This is a time of optimism and popularity. The 
native experiences a need for admiration. A de¬ 
sire for luxuries may also be sparked. 

Second House 

Watch excessive spending. Although this position 
seems to bring money, the native has difficulty 
hanging onto it. Often, it is spent on luxuries and 
artwork. 

Third House 

Harmonious communication with neighbors, 
brothers and sisters is possible. This placing 
brings more optimistic attitudes. It may also be a 
time when the native hears from a loved one. 

Fourth House 

A desire to redecorate and be surrounded by 
color and luxury is often indicated by this posi¬ 
tion. 

Fifth House 

This is a good time for romance and artistic pur¬ 
suits. 

Sixth House 

Th is aids cooperation with others as well as 


mutual sympathy. The native may experience 
weight gain. 

Seventh House 

This is a time of harmonious development within 
partnerships. There is also an increased love of 
peace and serenity. 

Eighth House 

The sex drive is suddenly accentuated. An inheri¬ 
tance or gift is also possible. 

Ninth House 

This is favorable for pleasant travel experiences. It 
is also a good time to pursue studies in music, art 
or drama. 

Tenth House 

Often honors and popularity are gained by this 
position. This is a favorable time to reap success. 

Eleventh House 

Friends, desires and gifts may suddenly spark the 
native's life. He may suddenly be overwhelmed 
with party invitations and social dinners. 

Twelfth House 

Artistic endeavors may flower in seclusion. A se¬ 
cret or unusual love affair may suddenly develop. 


Mars Moving through the Houses 


First House 

This is a time of energy and impulsiveness. The 
native should guard against accidents due to hast¬ 
iness and curb his or her temper. 


Second House 

If Mars is in good aspect, acquisition is possible. 
However, extravagance and waste will have to be 
watched, as this is a time of impulsive spending. 
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Third House 

Mental energy is increased. The mind may be rash 
and restless. The native should try to be more 
diplomatic and think before speaking. 

Fourth House 

Here the native must try to avoid antagonisms 
within the home. This position can bring acci¬ 
dents and losses pertaining to the home. 

Fifth House 

This is a time of romantic excitement. However, 
the native should curb self-indulgence and try to 
be realistic. Children may become problematic. 

Sixth House 

The native should watch his or her health. 
This may be a time of increased work with em¬ 
ployees, and a time of friction and disagreement. 

Seventh House 

The native must watch out for lawsuits. Partner¬ 
ships may become strained and strife-ridden. An 
effort should be made to become more flexible to 
suit the needs of a partner or mate. 

Eighth House 

Here the native must watch reckless or impulsive 


spending. He should reassess long-range finan¬ 
cial plans with others. With Mars in this position, 
it is a good time to check that insurance policies 
are up to date. 

Ninth House 

The native should guard against accidents during 
travel, look to self-improvement and try to avoid 
legal involvements. This is a good time to en¬ 
thusiastically begin new studies. 

Tenth House 

This is a time to strive for independence and lead¬ 
ership but without damaging his reputation 
through too much outspokenness or indiscretion. 
Difficulties may arise with those in authority. 

Eleventh House 

Friends and acquaintances may prove trouble¬ 
some. The native should be realistic in the execu¬ 
tion of his goals. 

Twelfth House 

Hidden enemies may subject the native to false 
accusations. He should avoid gossip and watch 
his reputation. This position often brings inactiv¬ 
ity and lethargy. 


Jupiter Moving through the Houses 


First House 

A new personal cycle occurs with Jupiter in this 
house. There is increased optimism and often ad¬ 
vancement and opportunity. This is a good posi¬ 
tion for health, although there may be a weight 
gain. 

Second House 

Financial prospects are increased. Unless Jupiter 
is in bad aspect, there is an opportunity to build 
up a bank account. 

Third House 

Mental optimism results from this influence. This 
is a most favorable time for journeys, corre¬ 
spondence and all mental activities. 


Fourth House 

Improving or redecorating the home or purchas¬ 
ing a new home should be favorable at this time. 
Benefits from land development may also be possi¬ 
ble. 

Fifth House 

Interests turn to pleasure in all forms. There may 
be good fortune in both romance and specula¬ 
tion. This position often brings an inheritance. 

Sixth House 

This is an exceptionally good position for health 
and excellent for making progress in chosen 
work. The native will be successful with co-work- 
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ers or employees, but he should watch excesses 
in eating and drinking. 

Seventh House 

Prosperity through the partner is favored. This is 
also a good position for lawsuits. 

Eighth House 

An inheritance or monetary sum may come. Re¬ 
ligious and occult interests or experiences are 
possible. 

Ninth House 

This is excellent for pursuing an area of higher 
education. Favorable experiences will also come 


about through travel. There may also be a re- 
evaluation of faiths and beliefs. 

Tenth House 

This is favorable for popularity, for enhancing the 
reputation and for success. 

Eleventh House 

This is a time of wish attainment, goal realization 
and help through friends. 

Twelfth House 

This is good for studying the occult or mystical 
areas. Often the native desires to help the sick or 
underprivileged. 


Saturn Moving through the Houses 


First House 

Dental and health checkups are often indicated. 
Patience has to be practiced because Saturn in 
this position demands mature behavior. Often 
there is a lack of vitality and a feeling of depres¬ 
sion. 

Second House 

The native should learn to budget because heavy 
expenditures or loss of income may occur. 

Third House 

This gives great mental seriousness. Difficulties 
with brothers, sisters or neighbors may crop up. 

Fourth House 

Disappointments may arise in the home. Domes¬ 
tic difficulties should be handled calmly with 
patience. 

Fifth House 

This often brings the dissolvement of a romantic 
attachment and difficulty in creative expression. 
The native's children should be handled with un¬ 
derstanding. 

Sixth House 

Health conditions should be carefully analyzed. 
Rest is needed. Routine chores are emphasized. 


Seventh House 

This often brings separations from a partner. 
However, it can also strengthen existing ties if 
both people are mature and if their charts indicate 
a lasting relationship. 

Eighth House 

Joint finances may become a source of trouble. 
This often indicates the death of older people. 

Ninth House 

In terms of legal involvements, this brings loss 
unless Saturn is well aspected. It is an excellent 
position for deepening religious beliefs. Often it 
brings a desire for additional learning. 

Tenth House 

The native must practice self-discipline. Ad¬ 
vancement is slow and has to be earned. This pos¬ 
ition may bring major responsibilities that are 
burdensome yet significant learning experiences. 

Eleventh House 

Friends may be in need of help. Frustration may 
also be experienced in the pursuit of objectives. 

Twelfth House 

This will encourage reclusive habits and a need to 
withdraw. The native should be discreet as others 
may gossip or use information against him. 
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Uranus Moving through the Houses 


First House 

This position of Uranus brings tremendous rest¬ 
lessness and change. The native has a desire to 
begin something new and different from what he 
has formerly experienced. This can be a very 
progressive and freedom-enhancing period. 

Second House 

Enormous changes involving financial activities 
seem to occur here. It would be wise for the na¬ 
tive to accumulate a nest egg for emergencies be¬ 
fore Uranus transits this house. At this time, it is 
necessary to budget and handle finances with 
caution. 

Third House 

Sudden trips as well as sudden separations from 
relatives may occur. Unusual studies may be un¬ 
dertaken. If Uranus is afflicted, the native should 
exercise caution with all moving vehicles. 

Fourth House 

This position of Uranus often brings disruptions 
in the domestic sphere. Many times there is a 
move to a new residence, or the native may 
change the decor of his present home. In general, 
domestic harmony seems a little difficult to estab¬ 
lish. 

Fifth House 

This may bring sudden romantic attachments, but 
they will probably not be lasting unless the two 
people's charts are harmonious. There may be 
difficulties through and with children, depending 
on the aspects of Uranus. There may also be in¬ 
terests in speculation, which may bring a windfall 
of some sort, but again, this depends on the as¬ 
pects to Uranus. 

Sixth House 

Under this transit the native may suddenly change 


jobs. He may also experience sudden health 
changes. New co-workers or a change of 
employees may occur. More rest is generally indi¬ 
cated. 

Seventh House 

A hasty marriage may occur under this transit — 
or a sudden estrangement or separation from a 
business partner or mate. It is necessary to prac¬ 
tice diplomacy when dealing with the public at 
this time. 

Eighth House 

This brings about the necessity to reorganize any 
joint holdings. It may also indicate a sudden in¬ 
heritance or unexpected income, depending on 
other aspects. 

Ninth House 

Sudden travel is often indicated at this time. 
There may also be contact with brilliant, eccentric 
and important people. Changes in beliefs and at¬ 
titudes often occur. 

Tenth House 

This brings a sudden change of status and often a 
complete change of profession. The native should 
be tactful when dealing with those in authority, 
since frictions may arise under this transit. 

Eleventh House 

This often brings unusual and impulsive attach¬ 
ments and friendships. The native's social life un¬ 
dergoes tremendous change because he meets 
many new and unusual people. He may also ex¬ 
perience a radical change in his dreams and goals. 

Twelfth House 

This brings inner discontent. Mystical interests 
often come to the fore. Often there are be¬ 
havioral changes that cause the native to be mis¬ 
understood by others. 


Neptune Moving through the Houses 

First House Life is often viewed through rose-colored glasses 

The native should guard against self-deception. at this time. 
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Second House 

Monetary affairs may become entangled causing 
chaotic financial conditions. The native should 
not become entangled in any schemes connected 
with money. 

Third House 

Imagination runs high, but the native should be 
careful not to sign papers without the advice of 
someone older and wiser. This is a good position 
for literary work. 

Fourth House 

Problems may arise concerning home or land 
holdings. All purchases of lasting value should be 
approached with caution. 

Fifth House 

Often this brings about a development of dor¬ 
mant artistic and creative abilities. The native 
should exercise care with regard to speculations. 
Love affairs will take on a romantic yet illusory 
quality. 

Sixth House 

Here the native must watch his appetite. There is 
a possibility of peculiar ailments. Employees or 
servants may become a source of difficulty. 

Seventh House 

The native should be careful of schemes pro¬ 


posed by others. Neptune in this position can 
bring very deceptive propositions and unions. 

Eighth House 

This may bring on chaotic financial conditions 
through the partner. All records of importance 
should be protected. 

Ninth House 

This often brings a desire to visit foreign coun¬ 
tries. Mystical and religious interests are also in¬ 
dicated, although the perception of these things 
may be somewhat clouded. 

Tenth House 

The native must be careful not to become in¬ 
volved in scandals. This transit is most favorable 
for those who work in an artistic profession. 

Eleventh House 

Unusual friendships are formed. Often there is 
also involvement with groups that try to give life a 
deeper meaning. Friends might embroil the na¬ 
tive in some form of notoriety. 

Twelfth House 

This may bring some mental disorganization. 
Vague fears, phobias and obsessions may be ex¬ 
perienced. 


Pluto Moving through the Houses 


First House 

This often brings personal upheaval, transforma¬ 
tion, independence and a desire to establish one¬ 
self. This is a time of great change. 

Second House 

This position brings a desire to change financial 
conditions on a grand scale. It points to unfore¬ 
seen dangerous financial fluctuations over which 
the native seems to have no control. Often all 
caution is thrown to the winds. 

Third House 

This is a very good position for studying and re¬ 
search. Unusual friends will be cultivated. The 
mind becomes penetrating and almost warlike. 


Fourth House 

The home may be thrown into a state of turmoil. It 
is not wise to deal in matters pertaining to prop¬ 
erty at this time. 

Fifth House 

If well aspected, Pluto in this house can bring 
about almost unbelievable success through 
speculation, the theater, sports activities, teach¬ 
ing and any form of creativity. Romantic affairs 
may be of an unusual nature. If this is an afflicted 
aspect, all of these activities should be ap¬ 
proached with caution. 

Sixth House 

This may cause the native to change to a com* 
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pletely different occupation. The native must curb 
aggressive and dictatorial behavior toward co¬ 
workers and employees. 

Seventh House 

This brings about associations with many differ¬ 
ent people. The native can round out his knowl¬ 
edge through these associations. Marital or 
partnership status often undergoes some change. 

Eighth House 

With Pluto in this position, it is not advisable to 
take on greater financial obligations. Under this 
transit, there could be extreme losses. 

Ninth House 

The affairs of this house become charged with 
tremendous energy. Therefore this is an excellent 
time for travel, higher education, research and 
religious studies. However, overoptimism must 
be guarded against. 


Tenth House 

This gives a tremendous desire for wealth and 
power. Often it brings a complete reorganization 
of business ventures. The native may have the de¬ 
sire to go into business for himself. 

Eleventh House 

With Pluto in this position, the native is drawn to 
people of action and power. He may gain power 
in the organization or reorganization of group ac¬ 
tivities. 

Twelfth House 

Pluto in this position has a strangely beneficial 
effect on the native. Anything or anyone det¬ 
rimental will in some manner be removed, dis¬ 
carded or rejected for the native in his own best 
interest. The native is subject to self¬ 
transformation and reevaluation of inner values.

Pregnancy 
Timing and 
the Determination 

of the Sex 
of Children 


The ancients seem to have understood the 
Moon's influence on fertility, fluctuation and 
change. Since antiquity, the Moon's position has 
been utilized by farmers to determine the best 
time for planting and by the priesthood to deter¬ 
mine religious holidays. Fertility rituals based on 
the position of the Moon are still practiced by 
various cultures. 

We are indebted to the research of Dr. Eugen 
Jonas, a Czechoslovakian psychiatrist and 
gynecologist, who has studied the influence of 
the relationship between the Sun and the Moon 
on conception. Thanks to him, it is now possible 
for a woman to determine when she is fertile. 
(Many women are using astrological fertility 
charts as a method of birth control.) 

If a woman wishes to determine her fertility 
period, she should figure the positions of the Sun 
and Moon (by degrees) and also her birth Moon's 
solstice at the moment when she was born. When 
the Moon reaches the same relationship with the 


Sun that was established at her birth, conception 
is possible. (To find this relationship, check a cur¬ 
rent ephemeris. A 5° orb is acceptable.) 

The sign position of the Moon at the moment of 
conception (check the current ephemeris) deter¬ 
mines the sex of the child. Fire and air signs indi¬ 
cate a male child; earth and water signs a female 
child. 

A child conceived when the tide is incoming 
has a better chance of survival than a child con¬ 
ceived when the tide is outgoing. (Tidal data can 
be obtained from your local newspaper or Coast 
Guard.) 

Let's assume a woman's birth Moon is in 14° 
Aries and her birth Sun in 10° Cancer. (See Figure 
32.) This establishes an 86° relationship between 
the birth Sun and the birth Moon. Conception is 
possible when the Sun and Moon in the current 
ephemeris are 81° to 91° apart. (Remember, a 5° 
orb on either side of the exact aspect is 
permitted.) The Moon must be in an earlier sign

than the Sun, the same as indicated in the horo¬ 
scope. If you look at Table 14 in Chapter 4 (the 
reproduced page of the ephemeris), you will 
notice that the permitted setup for conception 
occurs on the 26th and the 27th. Late on the 26th 
the Moon is still in Leo, and therefore a male 
child would be conceived. On the 27th the Moon 
is in Virgo, and therefore a female child would 
be conceived. 

The solstice point of the birth Moon, which in 
this case in 16° Virgo, must also be considered. 
The difference in degrees between the natal Sun 
and the solstice Moon is 66° in Figure 32. In this 
case the Sun is in an earlier sign than the Moon. 
Therefore when the Moon is from 61° to 71° and in 
a later sign than the Sun, conception is possible. 
Note in Table 14 that this condition exists on the 
eleventh, when the Moon is in Capricorn (an 
earth sign) and would thus produce a female 
child. These are the only possibilities for concep¬ 
tion utilizing our particular example setup in the 
month of November 1972. 

If a woman was born during a full Moon (see 
Figure 33), it is not advisable for her to become 
pregnant during a full Moon period because the 
Sun represents the positive factor and the Moon 
the negative factor, and when these two planets 
are in opposition at the time of conception, retar¬ 
dation of the offspring can occur if other plane¬ 
tary aspects are adverse. So for safety's sake, this 
woman should use the solstice position of the 
Moon in relation to her birth Sun to time her con¬ 
ceptions.

Synthesis 
of the Chart 


This chapter describes the natal chart of a woman, 
whom we shall call Ann, born June 28,1919,11:32 
p.m. Wartime, at 96°W24' (west longitude) and 
42°N30' (north latitude).* Since she was born dur¬ 
ing Wartime, one hour has to be deducted from 
the birth hour (the same as would be done for 
Daylight Saving Time).+ Ann's chart is given in 
Figure 34, her natal aspects in Table 27 and the 
position of the solstice points of her natal 
planets in Table 28. 

If we categorize her chart by type, it is a combi¬ 
nation of the bucket and the bundle types. We 
have a singleton planet (Uranus) on the east side 
of the chart, and at the same time an enormous

fourth and seventh houses. This shows us that she 
has the capability to think and develop 
thoroughly within a given field of interest, but 
lacks the instinct for self-preservation. She is also 
subject to tremendous changes and upheavals 
since Uranus in Pisces is in the first house, which 
produces sudden changes. 

Because Uranus is the co-ruler of her Aquarius 
ascendant — and the ascendant falls in the sec¬ 
ond decanate which is co-ruled by Libra, which, 
in turn, is ruled by Venus placed in the sixth 
house — Ann has the balance and determination 
she greatly needs to accept the many experiences 
and unusual occurrences she is subjected to. 

Ann is also interested and well grounded in 
world affairs (Aquarius rising with ruler Uranus in 
first house) and likes to study history by her own 
admission. The ruler of the tenth house of 
employment is Jupiter, placed in her chart in the 
sixth house in Cancer, which shows that she is 
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capable of functioning as an employee and giving 
loyal service. It also shows that she is cooperative 
and generous at times to a fault and is therefore 
often taken advantage of. That she has a very kind 
disposition is shown by Jupiter's conjunction with 
the Moon. This conjunction always endows the 
native with optimism — which, in Ann's case, is 
certainly needed. 

Mars in her fourth house (home environment) 
shows problems within the home that continue 
throughout Ann's entire life. However, she has 
the ability to bear the domestic stresses and 
strains (Mars sextile Saturn) she encounters. 
(Human beings seem to come equipped with a 
planetary setup that enables them to cope with 
the stresses they are heir to. No greater lessons 
are imposed on us than we are able to handle.) 
Saturn in the seventh house gives loyalty to her 
mate. 

Ann was born on the 28th day of the month, the 
day ruled by the Sun, which signifies inner 
strength. (The influence of the day of birth is 
explained in Chapter 21.) Ann's strength is evi¬ 
denced by the way she handles the many difficul¬ 
ties in her life. 

The Sun conjunct Pluto is another crisis-prone 
aspect. Since Uranus, the co-ruler of her first 
house, is in the intercepted sign of Pisces, and 
Saturn, the other ruler of her first house, is in 
opposition to her ascendant, and Venus, the co- 
significator of the ascendant, is also opposed to 
the ascendant, the indication is that Ann is not 
totally her own free agent and that in her life there 
will be many forces beyond her control. 

The bundling of five planets in the sixth house 
shows that Ann functions best in a service type of 
profession. She worked as a clerk-typist and is 
now the office manager of an educational facility. 
She is adept at her job, which is shown by the Sun 
trine Uranus (bestowing organizing ability). The 
same is indicated by Pluto trine Uranus. 

The solstice point of Mars is rather interesting 
because it falls directly conjunct her Sun and 
therefore can be read as an energy-giving con¬ 
junction. Pluto in the fifth house often indicates 
difficulty with or through children, especially 
since Pluto's solstice point is within a few minutes 
of being in conjunction to her natal Mars. The 


Moon conjunct Mercury shows an above-average 
intelligence, so here we have an intelligent per¬ 
son very capable of handling difficulties. 

In 1922 an aunt of Ann's shot herself acciden¬ 
tally. At the time of this accident, transiting Saturn 
(the Reaper) was squaring Pluto (co-ruler of Ann's 
ninth house, which rules aunts), transiting Mars 
(of firearms) was squaring Saturn, the progressed 
dragon's head was exactly conjunct the solstice 
point of the Moon (which rules males) and Mer¬ 
cury (which rules the cusp of the fourth house, 
representing an event within the family). 

Mars in the fourth house is often an indication 
of early departure from home, and Ann moved 
out of her home and started working as a clerk- 
typist in 1938 at the age of nineteen. Uranus, co- 
ruler of her ascendant at that age, had just started 
by progression the trine to Jupiter (ruler of the 
tenth house — vocation). The Sun by progression 
was conjunct the Moon (ruler of the sixth 
house — giving service) and Mercury (ruler of 
papers). 

At age twenty, Ann moved from her home state 
to California. The cusp of the ninth house by 
progression was exactly quincunx Pluto (change). 

On June 18, 1940, ten days before her twenty- 
first birthday, Ann married her first husband who 
was a member of the Coast Guard. On Ann's chart 
the Sun, ruler of the seventh house (first mar¬ 
riage), is in Cancer (a water sign), and Mercury, 
the ruler of Ann's husband's tenth house (profes¬ 
sion), which is her fourth house, is positioned 
also in a water sign and therefore signifies his pro¬ 
fession. The transiting Moon on her day of mar¬ 
riage made a trine to Venus (ruler of her third 
house), indicating a signing of papers. Unfortu¬ 
nately, transiting Uranus, co-ruler of her ascen¬ 
dant, was exactly squaring her natal Saturn in the 
seventh house, which is an indication of marital 
disaster. Progressed Uranus was square to natal 
Mars in the fourth house, also showing disrup¬ 
tion, and trining Jupiter and the Moon indicated a 
significant family event. Since her natal chart 
shows the part of marriage at 23° Aquarius 13' was 
conjunct her ascendant and in opposition to 
Saturn, there was an indication of marital disrup¬ 
tion at birth. The part of wedding and legalizing at 
9° Leo 05' is conjunct the planet Neptune, which 
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also indicates confusing situations. By progres¬ 
sion, both Neptune and the part of wedding and 
legalizing were in opposition to Ann's natal 
Uranus. 

On February 4,1941, Ann gave birth to a daugh¬ 
ter whose Moon, Saturn and Jupiter unfortunately 
squares Ann's Neptune, which is indicative of a 
disharmonious relationship. That the daughter's 
Uranus squared the mother's natal Venus further 
indicated mutual disappointment. Even though 
Ann's water planets (five in Cancer and one in 
Pisces) gave her understanding and sensitivity, 
she was still unable to overcome the detrimental 
setup between her and her daughter. 

Later in 1941 Ann went to work in an all-male 
section, again performing clerical work. The 
Moon, indicating service, at that time was by 
progression squaring the cusp of the third 
house — the result was the mental agony Ann 
had to endure under the needling and teasing of 
her male co-workers. Although she had been 
given sufficient strength to handle this, her over¬ 
abundance of planets in water signs made her 
tremendously self-conscious. 

In 1943 Ann had a miscarriage. The second child 
is ruled by the seventh house. Progressed Nep¬ 
tune, which is often an indicatior of miscarriage, 
was at that time in opposition to Ann's natal 
Uranus, co-ruler of her ascendant. The pro¬ 
gressed Pluto and Sun were making a quincunx 
to the cusp of the eleventh house (hopes and 
wishes),showingatransformationthrough an unfa¬ 
vorable circumstance. 

In 1944 Ann's only brother's first wife — the 
brother is shown by Ann's third house and his 
wife by her ninth house, which is ruled by Mars 
(firearms) — killed her girlfriend with a gun be¬ 
fore killing herself. Deaths in the family are 
shown by the cusp of the eleventh house (the 
eleventh is eight houses after the family, which is 
the fourth house). Ann's chart shows 0° 
Capricorn—a critical degree — on the cusp of 
the eleventh house. At the time of the murder- 
suicide, the progressed cusp was in opposition to 
the Moon (rules females) and Mercury (rules the 
fourth house, the family). 

Ann divorced her first husband at his request in 
1945. At the time the Sun, ruler of her seventh 
house, and Pluto, the disruptive planet, formed a 


quincunx to Uranus, co-ruler of her natal ascen¬ 
dant. Ann's husband remarried five times. 

On November 4, 1950, Ann remarried. Her sec¬ 
ond husband worked as a field engineer charting 
water maps. He was very intelligent and they had 
an excellent relationship, but — in her 
words — he suffered from "black moods." The 
second marriage is ruled by the ninth house, 
which in this case is Mars in Gemini (rules papers 
and interest in knowledge). Ann's husband's oc¬ 
cupation is shown by Venus in Leo in the same 
sign as the water planet Neptune and Saturn (re¬ 
sponsibility). His mental house is her eleventh 
house, with 0° Capricorn on the cusp and ruler- 
ship by Saturn, planet of melancholy. 

A second child was born to Ann on April 20, 
1961 —a boy who, like his father, is subject to 
severe mood swings. This was her third pregnan¬ 
cy; the boy is also ruled by her ninth house. 

On October 31,1970, Ann's brother committed 
suicide. His mental house is the cusp of the fifth, 
with a critical position of 0° Cancer, and the cusp 
of family deaths was exactly conjunct Ann's as¬ 
cendant by progression, which shows a personal 
family tiagedy. Ann's eleventh house is also her 
brother's personal eighth house (regeneration 
and death). The progressed cusp of his eighth was 
also in opposition to Venus, ruler of his first 
house (which is Ann's third house). His birth was 
September 19, 1915. 

In January, 1972, Ann's first husband died very 
suddenly of a heart attack. His birth was March 6, 
1921. The following October 21st, her second 
husband also died very suddenly of a heart attack. 
His birth was March 8,1916. Then on April 9,1973, 
Ann's mother died of a heart attack. Her birth was 
June 1, 1884. 

In all three cases the cusp of the eleventh house 
was by progression in close opposition to Saturn 
(rules elderly people), which rules Ann's twelfth 
house (sorrows). However, since Saturn is also 
co-ruler of the cusp of the first house, making a 
sextile aspect to Mars (the planet of energy), a 
tremendous longevity for Ann can reasonably be 
expected. 

The reason I have included the birth data of the 
people involved in Ann's life is that you may wish 
to do some research. Her chart is excellent mate¬ 
rial for research.

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Note: I am giving the following information only 
for those of you who are interested in why this 
mathematical correction has to be made. 

The earth is divided into twenty-four prime 
meridians, each one 15° distant from the next. 
Greenwich Observatory in England has been des¬ 
ignated as 0°. (See Table 30.) In all places clocks 
are synchronized to the standard time in that 
prime meridian. This system has the obvious ad¬ 
vantage of standardization, but it does not assure 
true time. Unless a person was born exactly on a 
prime meridian, the true time of his birth is not 
the same as the official time. Hence the official 
time has to be converted to True Local Time. 

To return to our example: The clocks for Los 
Angeles are set for the 120th prime meridian, but 
since Los Angeles is only 118°N15' it is actually 
1°45' east of its prime meridian or true time cen¬ 
ter. Now, the Sun travels 1° every 4 minutes, and 
15° times 4 minutes equals 60 minutes, which 
equals 1 hour. (Can you see now why each of the 
prime meridians is 15° or 1 hour apart?) Since Los 
Angeles is short by 1°45' of the nearest prime 
meridian, and 1° is equivalent to 4 minutes of time 
and 45' is equivalent to 3 minutes of time, the 
difference between the True Local Time and the 
official time in Los Angeles is 7 minutes. The 7 
minutes are added to the official time because Los 
Angeles is east of its true time center. (If the 
birthplace is west of a prime meridian, then the 
time difference is subtracted .) 

Look again at Table 29. In Step 1 the clock time 
is noted as 2 hours, 24 minutes, 00 seconds. Since 
Daylight Saving Time was not in effect in 
November, 1972, it is marked ST.T., which stands 
for Standard Time. At this point let me note that 
we are working with a noontime ephemeris in 
which each day begins at Greenwich Noon Time 
and ends at noon the next day. From 12 Noon, 
November 7th, 1972, 2 hours, 24 minutes and 00 
seconds have passed in our example case. 

Step 2 concerns the Local Mean Time variation. 
In this case the adjustment is 7 minutes, 00 sec¬ 
onds, and it is added to the clock time. 

Step 3 is a 10-second interval correction. Here 
we begin to adjust for Sidereal Time. Sidereal 
Time progresses by approximately 4 minutes per 
day. 

The 4-minutes-per-day accumulation times 4 
years equals just slightly over 24 hours, or one

extra day — which is inserted into our calendar as 
February 29 every four years. Sidereal Time is the 
most accurate method of time reckoning and is 
used in every astronomical observatory. A clock is 
set to register 0 hours, 0 minutes, 0 seconds the 
moment the earth crosses the intercepting point 
of the ecliptic and the earth's equator. On the 
zenith at that time is 0° Aries. 

Since the ephemeris gives only one Sidereal 
Time per day — for noon in the noontime 
ephemeris we are using in this book — an ad¬ 
justment has to be made if the birth time was not 
exactly noon. In our example case (Table 29) the 
correction is 26 seconds, which is obtained from 
Table 31. Two hours require a correction of 20 
seconds, and 31 minutes require a correction of 6

seconds. The 10-second interval correction of 26 
seconds is added to the L.M.T. of 2 hours, 31 
minutes, 00 seconds for a total of 2 hours, 31 min¬ 
utes, 26 seconds, which is the True Local Time 
(Step 1 plus 2, plus 3). 

For Step 4 we have to consult Table 37 in Ap¬ 
pendix B. This ephemeris page for November 7 
shows the Sidereal Time as 15 hours, 07 minutes, 
08 seconds. We add this Sidereal Time to the True 
Local Time, which gives a total of 17 hours, 38 
minutes, 34 seconds. 

Step 5 is the longitudinal correction. The rule 
for this is as follows: Longitude times 2 divided by 
3. The longitude of Los Angeles is 118°W15'. Mul¬ 
tiply 118 by 2, which gives 236. Divide this figure 
by 3 and the result is 78 with 2 remaining. Since 
the remainder is more than half the divisor, the 
total is rounded off to 79. This correction is always 
in seconds; 79 seconds would be 1 minute and 19 
seconds. The longitudinal correction is added to 
the Sidereal Time: the result in Table 29 is 17 
hours, 39 minutes, 53 seconds — the Final Calcu¬ 
lated True Local Sidereal Time. 

Notice that we dropped the 15' in the 118°W15' 
longitude figure. Whenever the minute figure is 
less than 30, it is dropped. If it is more than 30, the 
degree figure is increased by 1. Also note that the 
longitudinal correction is added if the birthplace 
was west of Greenwich but deducted if the birth¬ 
place was east of Greenwich. With the comple¬ 
tion of Step 5, we are ready to set up the horo¬ 
scope wheel. 


Note: A 10-second correction can never be greater than 4 
minutes in any given day.

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tarius on the cusp of the tenth house, we will fill 
in the cusp signs and their degrees in consecutive 
order around the wheel. To find these, consult 
Table 32. 

The Eleventh House 

Under "Lat." (Latitude = left side of page) you will 
find 34°N is the latitude of Los Angeles. Read 
across this line, beginning with the column for 
the cusp of the eleventh house ("H"), which is .7. 
As you glance up the column, you will notice 
right above that the governing degree figure — 
17.9. Thus for 34°N we have 17.7'. The figure after 
the decimal point is multiplied by 6 to obtain the 
minutes. Here the result is 17°42\ (This is a sim¬ 
plified way of figuring seven-tenths of 1° or 60'.) 
In Table 32, the sign Capricorn appears under the 
eleventh house. (See Figure 36, where 17°42' is 
inserted under Capricorn.) 

The Twelfth House 

Looking up the cusp of the twelfth house in 
Table 30, we find 14.4°. Four is again multiplied by 
6, giving us Aquarius 14° 24'. (See Figure 36.) 
Aquarius is found under the cusp of the twelfth 
house at the top of the column in the table. 

The First House 

The first house in never corrected. It is copied 
exactly as it appears. In this case, we find Pisces 
21° 38' in Table 32. (See Figure 36.) 

The Second House 

The cusp of the second house is given in Table 
32 as 2.4°. The 4 is again multiplied by 6, for a 
result of Taurus 2° 24'. If you cast your eye up the 
column for the second house in Table 30, you will 
notice there has been a sign change — from Aries 
to Taurus. This occurs in other columns, so always 
check. (See Figure 36.) 

The Third House 

The cusp of the third house is given as 1.5°. The 5 
multiplied by 6 gives Gemini 1°30'. Notice, again, 
the sign change that occurs in the column. (See 
Figure 36.) 

The remaining six house cusps are shown in 
Figure 37. Note that the six degree figures that are 


used are the same as those that appear in Figure 
36— but they are placed under opposing signs. 
For instance, for the cusp of the fourth house we 
used the same degree figure that appears for the 
cusp of the tenth house, and the sign it appears 
under is Gemini — the sign in opposition to 
Sagittarius. 

How to Draw the Houses on the Chart 

This same procedure is used for the remaining 
houses, and in Figure 37 the houses are marked 
and lines are drawn between them. The tenth- 
fourth house line is extra heavy and is extended 
beyond the wheel at the top and marked "M.C." 
(medium coeli or midheaven). The line for the 
first-seventh houses is also extra heavy and ex¬ 
tends beyond the wheel at the left of the figure. It 
is marked "ASC." (ascendant). These heavy rules 
make it easier to identify the angular houses. 

Notice that the cusps of the ninth and tenth 
houses are both ruled by the sign Sagittarius. A 
line is drawn between these cusps. A line is also 
drawn between the cusps of the third and fourth 
houses, which are both ruled by Gemini. The 
reason for this is so that you will not count the 
same sign twice when working with aspects. 

In Figure 37 you can see that between the first 
house cusp of Pisces, 21°38', and the second 
house cusp of Taurus, 2°24', the entire 30° of the 
sign Aries is located, and it is in exact opposition 
to the entire 30° of the sign Libra. This situation is 
called an interception and occurs in certain 
latitudes at certain times of the day. Natal planets 
found in intercepted signs do not have full ability 
to express themselves until they move out by 
progression. In Figure 37 the sign of Aries is inter¬ 
cepted within the first house. Since the cusp of 
the first house is ruled by the sign Pisces, the 
planets that rule this sign — Neptune and 
Jupiter — have rulership over the entire house, 
which ends at the cusp of the second house of 
Taurus, 2°24'. So you can see how, depending on 
birth time and latitude, different signs may appear 
on the various house cusps. 

Steps 1, 2, 3, 4 and 5 are always used to set up 
the wheel of a chart.

The next step involves filling in the exact position 
of the planets for the birth time and place. Refer 
back to Table 29. Notice that in Step 6 once again 
the True Local Time is recorded—2 hours, 31 
minutes, 26 seconds. To this is added the 
E.G.M.T. (Equivalent Greenwich Mean Time) of 7 
hours, 53 minutes, 00 seconds, which is found in a 
longitude and latitude book. This gives a total of 9 
hours, 84 minutes, 26 seconds — or 10 hours, 24 
minutes, 26 seconds. This final result is marked 
G.M.T. (Greenwich Mean Time) (Step 7). 

Note: 1 day cannot have more than 24 hours. 

1 hour cannot have more than 60 minutes. 

1 minute cannot have more than 60 sec¬ 
onds. 

1 astrological sign cannot have more than 
30°. 

1° cannot have more than 60'. 

Next look at Table 33, Proportional Logarithms. 
At the top, horizontally, are the numbers 0 
through 23, which are used for both hours and 
degree interpretation. The extreme vertical col¬ 
umns on either side contain the numbers used for 
minute interpretation. Our example reads 10 
hours, 24 minutes, 26 seconds. Drop the seconds 
since there are less than 30. (If there were more 
than 30 seconds, you would round off the figure 
to the next minute.) For 10 hours and 24 minutes 
the log number reads .3632. This number is in¬ 
serted on Table 29 as the C.L. (Constant Log) 
figure. This is the figure used to correct the posi¬ 
tion of every planet in the chart. 


The Sun 

Under "C.L. (Constant Log)" in Table 29 the 
longitude for the Sun on November 7, 1972, is 
given as 15° Scorpio 11'. (The actual longitude is 
15° Scorpio 10' 52"— obtained from Table 
37 — but the figure was rounded off.) For the 
next day, November 8, the longitude of the Sun is 
shown as 16° Scorpio IV. (Again, the actual 
figure — obtained from Table 37 — is 16° IV 
08' — was rounded off.) This shows that the Sun's 


movement in a 24-hour period was exactly 60', or 
1°. In this example case the difference is very easy 
to see. However, you must become used to figur¬ 
ing forward from a lesser degree and minute to a 
greater degree and minute so that you do not 
make mistakes. Look at Table 29. By adding 49' to 
the 15° Scorpio IV, we get a total of an even 16°. 
Since our next highest figure for the Sun reads 16° 
IV, the IV were added to the 49' for a total 
movement of 60' or 1° for a 24-hour period. 

The longarithm figure for the Sun's total 
movement in 24 hours is found in Table 33 under 
1° — 1.3802. To this figure is added the C.L. (Con¬ 
stant Logarithm) for the Sun's movement in 10 
hours and 24 minutes — .3632. This gives a total 
of 1.7434, which must be reconverted. In the ver¬ 
tical 0° column in Table 33 you will find this figure 
next to 26'. These 26' are added to the Sun's posi¬ 
tion on the 7th. The result shows us that the Sun 
was in 15° Scorpio 37 r at the time of the native's 
birth, and this is inserted into the birth chart (Fig¬ 
ure 38). 

Neptune 

We will leave the Moon's correction until last and 
continue instead with the longitude of Neptune. 
(All longitudes are found in Table 37 in Appendix 
B.) Neptune on the 7th is 4° Sagittarius 15', and on 
the 8th, 4° Sagittarius 18'. This gives a difference 
of 3' in a 24-hour period, and, in Table 33, a 
logarithm of 2.6812. When added to C.L., .3632, 
the total is 3.0444. In Table 33 the nearest figure to 
this total is 3.1584, which appears next to V. This 
V added to the position of Neptune on the 7th 
gives a total of 4° Sagittarius 16', which is inserted 
as Neptune's position on Figure 38. 

Uranus 

The longitude of Uranus on the 7th is 20° Libra 20', 
and on the 8th, 20° Libra 24', which gives a differ¬ 
ence of 4' in a 24-hour period. The logarithm for 
4' is 2.5563 (Table 33), and to this is added the C.L. 
of .3632, which gives a total of 2.9195. The nearest 
figure to this total in Table 33 is 2.8573, which 
appears next to 2'. These 2' added to the position 
of Uranus on the 7th gives a total of 20° Libra 22' 
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which is inserted as Uranus's position on Figure 
38. 


Saturn 

The longitude of Saturn on the 7th was 19° Gemini 
28 'retrograde. If you cast your eye up the column 
for Saturn in Table 37, you will see the retrograde 
symbol (ft). 

The term retrograde denotes a planet's appar¬ 
ent backward motion in the zodiac and its de¬ 
crease in longitude as viewed from the earth. Ret¬ 
rograde motion has no correspondence to the 
actual speed of the planet, but rather to the 
change in its relationship to the earth. When a 
planet is retrograde, the dates as they appear in 
the ephemeris are always reversed to obtain the 
difference between the two days in question. 
Thus Saturn, which on the 7th was 19° Gemini 28', 
and on the 8th, 19° Gemini 24', shows a difference 
of 4' retrogression. Again, convert the 4' (Table 
33), add the C.L. and reconvert the total figure 
into minutes. In this case the figure is 2'. Since 
Saturn is retrograde, these 2' have to be deducted 
from Saturn on the 7th, which leaves a total of 19° 
Gemini 26' retrograde for the position of Saturn. 
This is inserted as Saturn's position on Figure 38. 

Any planet that is retrograde in a birth chart 
shows introversion or introspection. It gives the 
native more depth than is apparent on the sur¬ 
face. The house that a retrograde planet is in and 
the house that this planet rules become important 
because they show that the native has the power 
to reconcile and reconstruct matters and people 
ruled by the houses in question. 

Jupiter 

The longitude of Jupiter on the 7th is 6° Capricorn 
07', and on the 8th, 6° Capricorn 18', which gives a 
difference of 11' between the two days. Note the 
math in Table 29. The final position of Jupiter is 6° 
Capricorn 12', which is inserted on Figure 38. 


Mars 

The longitude of Mars on the 7th is 24° Libra 26' 
and on the 8th 25° Libra 06' which gives a differ¬ 
ence of 40 minutes. Again look at the math work. 


The final position for Mars is 24° Libra 43', which is 
inserted on Figure 38. 

Venus 

The longitude of Venus on the 7th is 9° Libra 10' 
and on the 8th 10° Libra 22' which gives a differ¬ 
ence of 1°12'. Again look at the math work. The 
final position for Venus is 9° Libra 42', which is 
inserted on Figure 38. 

Mercury 

The longitude of Mercury on the 7th is 8° Sagit¬ 
tarius 15' and on the 8th 9° Sagittarius 06' which 
gives a difference of 51'. Again look at the math 
work. The final position for Mercury is 8° Sagit¬ 
tarius 37' which is inserted on Figure 38. 


The Moon 

Now let's go back to the Moon. The longitude of 
the Moon on the 7th is 0° Sagittarius 50', and on 
the 8th, 12° Sagittarius 39', which gives a total dif¬ 
ference between the two days of 11°49'. Look at 
the math work in Table 29. Remember, you must 
always add so that you do not make a mistake. If 
10' are added to the 0° Sagittarius 50', the result is 
an even 1° Sagittarius. If another 11° are added, 
the result is an even 12° Sagittarius. Add another 
39' and the result is 12° Sagittarius 39' — which is 
the position of the Moon on the 8th. This math 
shows that the total movement in 24 hours was 
11°49'. Using Table 33 to convert the figure — the 
conversion figure, .3077 — is found where the 11 
hour or degree column intersects with the 49' 
column. As usual, add the C.L. of .3632; the total 
is .6709. The closest figure in Table 33 is .6712. 
Thus the reconverted figure is equivalent to 
5°07' — the total movement of the Moon for 10 
hours, 34 minutes. The 5°07' are added to the pos¬ 
ition of the Moon on the 7th, giving a total of 5° 
Sagittarius 57' as the Moon's position, which is 
inserted on Figure 38. 


Pluto 

Pluto's longitude for the entire year is always 
given on a separate page in an ephemeris and is 
listed approximately two to three times per month 
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because the planet moves very slowly. In Table 38 
in Appendix B the longitude of Pluto on 
November 6 is 3° Libra 25', and ten days later, on 
November 16, Pluto's position is 3° Libra 42' — 
which means a ten-day difference of 17'. This 


shows that Pluto moves approximately 1' to 2' per 
day. We are looking for the position of Pluto on 
the 7th, so we mentally add V to its position on 
the 6th, which gives 3° Libra 26'. This is inserted 
on Figure 38. 


Declination 


Pluto 

To obtain the declination of the planets, we will 
start with Pluto. Since Pluto moves so slowly, we 
have inserted the declination position on 
November 6 (found in Table 38) — 13°N18' — in 
Table 29. 

Neptune, Uranus, Saturn and lupiter 

Neptune, Uranus, Saturn and Jupiter are also very 
slow-moving planets. In Table 37 Neptune is given 
on the 7th as 19°S27', Uranus as 7°S23', Saturn as 
21°N22' and Jupiter as 23°S24 r . (Notice that the 
declinations are always given at two-day inter¬ 
vals.) The figures for these four planets are in¬ 
serted in Table 29. They are the closest to the birth 
date in question. 


Mars 

For Mars, a correction is necessary. The math 
work is very similar to that done for the planets. 
Remember, the C.L. is .3632. Look at Figure 
46 in Appendix B. Mars on the 7th is 8°S48', 
and on the 9th, two days later, is 9°S18', which 
gives a difference of 30' for two days. As we need 
to know the movement for one day, we have to 
dividethe 30' in half; the result is 15' for one day. 
This is converted into the log. figure of 1.9823, to 
which the C.L. is added. The total is reconverted, 
and the closest figure, 7', is added to the position 
of Mars on the 7th. The position for Mars now is 
8°S55' and is inserted on Figure 38. 

Follow the same procedure for Venus and Mer¬ 
cury, the Sun and the Moon. 


Finishing the Chart 


Note that the north node of the Moon appears 
in the eleventh house and the part of fortune in 
the first house in Figure 38. How to arrive at 
the positions for these is discussed in Chapters 15 
and 16. 

The only thing that remains to be finished is the 
recording of the angular, succedent, cadent and 
retrograde planets. The tenth house, an angular 
house, shows Jupiter. The seventh house, 
another angular house, shows Pluto, Venus, 
Uranus and Mars. In succedent houses there is 


only one planet — the Sun. The cadent houses 
show Saturn in the third house, and Mercury, the 
Moon and Neptune in the ninth house. Saturn is 
the only retrograde planet. These are recorded in 
the lower left-hand corner of Figure 38. 

On the lower right-hand side of Figure 38 the 
planets are recorded as they appear in cardinal, 
fixed, and mutable qualities , in the correct fire, 
earth, air or water element . 

The position of the solstice points for Figure 38 
is given in Table 34.

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Practice Math 


In Table 35 I have given two math examples which 
I strongly advise you to do for practice. 

Mercury on the 28th is in 0° Sagittarius 57' ret¬ 
rograde. The C.L. is 116. The position of Mercury 
has to be reversed because the planet is retro¬ 
grade, and the reconverted final figure has to be 
deducted from the position of Mercury on the 
28th. When you look at the math work, you will 
realize that it is impossible to deduct the recon¬ 
verted figure of 59' from the position of Mercury 
in O' Sagittarius 57'. The solution is to borrow all 
30° of the sign previous to Sagittarius, which is 
Scorpio. To this is added 0* Sagittarius 57', giving 
a total of 30 c 57‘. When 1°09' is deducted from 
this figure, the result shows the position of Mer¬ 
cury for 23 hours, 22 minutes as 29 c Scorpio 48'. 

The longitude of the Moon on the 22nd uses a 
C.L. of .1532. The Moon on the 22nd appears in 
22 Gemini 10', and on the 23rd in 7° Cancer 05\ 
which gives a difference of 14 55'. Look at the 


math work in Table 35. On the 22nd the Moon 
appears in 22° Gemini 10'. By adding 50', the 
figure of the Moon is rounded off to 23°00'. The 
addition of another 7° completed the sign of Gem¬ 
ini and brings us to 0° Cancer 00'. This, added to 
the remaining 7° Cancer 05', gives a total move¬ 
ment in 24 hours of 14°55'. Table 33 is used to 
convert this figure. The C.L. — .1532 — is added 
to the log. Then the total is reconverted and 
added to the position on the 22nd. When this 
figure is added, the result is 32°39', and as a sign 
can only contain 30° it shows that the sign Gemini 
is finished and we are 2°39' into the sign of Cancer 
for the position of the Moon for 16 hours, 52 
minutes. 

I suggest that you review setting up of the chart 
several times — perhaps once a day for two 
weeks. Then work with different charts, always 
utilizing a p.m. birth. Do not go on Appendix B 
until you have mastered the p.m. birth charts. 
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How to Set Up a Birth Chart with a Noon Ephemeris 
if Birth Occurred before Noon with Planetary 
Correction between Seventh and Eighth Day 


Let's assume that a male is born on November 7, 
1972, at 8:45 a.m., in Los Angeles, California. Look 
at Table 36 for the math work. It is the same as the 
math work for the sample chart in Appendix A, 
except: there is an additional step —1A — where 
12 hours are added because all figuring in a noon 
ephemeris (Tables 37 and 38) must start at 12 noon 
and in this case the birth took place before noon 
on the 7th. The procedure is to count forward 
from November 6, noontime to midnight, which 
gives 12 hours plus the birth time of 8 hours, 45 
minutes. Together these figures give a total of 20 
hours, 45 minutes, 00 seconds. 

The Sidereal Time (Step 4) also had to be taken 
from the 6th because the birth occurred before 
noon on the 7th. The total after Step 4 reads 35 
hours, 58 minutes, 40 seconds. However, since 


the earth rotates on its axis once in approximately 
24 hours, there has to be an extra step here — 
Step 4A — the circle of 24 hours, which is de¬ 
ducted . The total reads 11 hours, 58 minutes, 40 
seconds. 

The total result after Step 5 (Final Calculated 
Sidereal Time), is 11 hours, 59 minutes, 59 sec¬ 
onds. See how the chart is set up in Figure 39. 

On the cusp of the tenth house is 0° Libra. Look 
down the latitude column in your Table of 
Houses, and where the tenth house of 0° Libra 
and 34° latitude intersect, you will find that the 
eleventh house cusp has 29*30' Libra; the cusp of 
the twelfth house has 23°16' Scorpio; the cusp of 
the first house has 14°59' Sagittarius; the cusp of 
the second house has 17°59' Capricorn; and the 
cusp of the third house has 24°42‘ Aquarius. (See 
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TABLE 38

To insert the correct planetary position, look at 
Table 36, Step 6, The True Local Time is again 
recorded; it is 20 hours, 52 minutes, 00 seconds. 
To this is added the E.G.M.T. for a total of 27 
hours, 105 minutes, 00 seconds — or 28 hours, 45 
minutes, 00 seconds. This total shows that we 


have finished with the sixth day and are 4 hours, 
45 minutes, 00 seconds into the seventh.

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How to Set Up a Birth Chart with a

Here we will assume that C., a female, is also born 
in Los Angeles on November 7, 1972, but at 1:44 
a.m. (Figures 41, 42). I believe the math work (Ta¬ 
ble 39) is at this point self-explanatory, but note 
that since no 24-hour deduction was necessary, all 
planetary correction lies between November 6 
and November 7. In other words, all planets are 
corrected from the 6th forward because 12 noon 
on November 7 had not been reached at the mo¬ 
ment of birth. The C.L. is 431. 

Figure 45 will help you verify your math work. 


The Sun will always appear in or near the house 
indicated for the time of birth, regardless of the 
place of birth. In other words, if a person is born 
around 5:00 a.m. anywhere in the world, the Sun 
must be on the east side of his chart, in or near 
the first house. If the Sun shows up on the west 
side in any such chart you are drawing, it is on the 
p.m. half of the chart, and you have made a math 
error of 12 hours. In any chart you set up always 
check what position the Sun is occupying to see 
if it corresponds to the proper birth time.

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because the day starts at 12 noon. In other words, 
there are no hours to record. We need to borrow 
time from the previous day (Step 1A) since it is 
obviously impossible to deduct 6 minutes, 28 sec¬ 
onds (Step 2) from 05 minutes, 00 seconds. It is 
also necessary to add Step IB — which is convert¬ 
ing 1 hour into 60 minutes and 1 minute into 60 
seconds. Afterward, we can proceed to Step 2 and 
deduct the 6 minutes, 28 seconds for a result of 23 
hours, 58 minutes, 32 seconds. 

The 10-Second Interval Correction (Step 3) is 3 
minutes, 59 seconds, which gives 24 hours, 02 mi¬ 
nutes, 31 seconds. But the birth actually occurred 
before noon, so the Sidereal Time has to be bor¬ 
rowed from the previous day, the 6th. This is Step 
4, which gives a total of 39 hours, 05 minutes, 43 
seconds. When the circle of 24 hours is deducted 
from this, the result is 15 hours, 05 minutes, 43 
seconds. 


Step 5, the longitude, is east of Greenwich, so it 
is multiplied by 2 and divided by 3, which gives a 
total of 8 seconds. In this case, since the birth 
occurred east of Greenwich, the total has to be 
deducted. This gives a final Calculated Sidereal 
Time of 15 hours, 05 minutes, 35 seconds. Now 
we can set up the house cusps on the chart 
(Figure 43). 

The house cusps in this case are set up where 
the Midheaven of 19° Scorpio and the latitude of 
52 E N intersect. In the column of the twelfth house 
and in the column of the first house, notice how 
the sign changes. 

Step 6 gave us 23 hours, 58 minutes, 32 seconds 
for the True Local Time. Subtract Step 7, the 
E.G.M.T. of 00 hours, 53 minutes, 32 seconds. The 
result is a G.M.T. of 23 hours, 05 minutes, 00 sec¬ 
onds. The C.L. is 169. All planetary corrections are 
made from the 6th to the 7th. 


How to Set Up a Birth Chart if Birth Occurred 
in P.M. in Southern Latitude West of Greenwich 


In this example we are assuming that E., a female, 
was born on November 7,1972, at 9:51 p.m. in Rio 
de Janeiro, Brazil. Look at Table 41 for the math 
work. Figure 44 is the completed chart. 

For a southern latitude chart there is only one 
change, and that is Step 5A. Always add 12 hours 
to the final figure — which in this case gives 13 
hours, 07 minutes, 13 seconds — and reverse the 
wheel. 

The final figure shows 18 c Libra for the cusp of 
the tenth house, but since we are setting up a 
southern latitude chart, we must reverse this so 
that 18° Libra is recorded in the fourth house. The 


cusp of the eleventh house for the 23rd latitude is 
16°36' Scorpio and is recorded as the fifth house 
cusp. The cusp of the twelfth house shows 11°30' 
Sagittarius and is recorded as the sixth house. The 
figures for the cusp of the first house are re¬ 
corded on the seventh house cusp. The figures 
for the cusp of the second house are recorded on 
the eighth house cusp, and the figures for the 
cusp of the third house are recorded on the ninth 
house cusp. Then the opposite side of the wheel 
is filled in. (See Figure 44.) To fill in the planets, 
look at Table 41; the planets are recorded for the 
correct position between November 7 and 8.

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The Calculations 
of Progressions 


The progressions are used for calculating the tim¬ 
ing of future events. One popular type of prog¬ 
ression is called the major arc, which points to a 
year in question; another is the minor arc, which 
points to the month of an event. A birth chart is 
much like a clock face with its numbers perma¬ 


nently imprinted: the major progression corres¬ 
ponds to the hour hand; the minor progression 
corresponds to the minute hand; and the transit¬ 
ing planets, as they are moving through the 
heavens, are analogous to the sweeping second 
hand. 


Major Arc 


We will do a major progression for the tenth year 
of life using the chart in Figure 46. The rule for 
progressions is that each day in the ephemeris 
(Table 37) corresponds to one year of life. There¬ 
fore, assuming the birth date is November 7, 1972, 
and the sun on day of birth (as listed on 7th in 
ephemering) is at 15° Scorpio 10', and counting 
ten days forward (representing ten years), we 
reach the seventeenth day, with the Sun in 25" 
Scorpio 14 . The difference in degrees between 
those two dates is 9 C 04', and this is called the 
major arc. Keep in mind that the Sun moves at 
approximately 1 per year, and for every addi¬ 


tional month between years, 5' are added. The 
major arc stands for the tenth year of life. Refer to 
Table 42. After adding this arc to the natal ascen¬ 
dant of IV Pisces 38' the ascendant for the tenth 
year of life would be in 1 c Aries 42'. Saturn's natal 
position is 19° Gemini 26'. After adding the arc of 
10 c 04\ Saturn's position for the tenth year of life 
would be 29" Gemini 30'. All planets are pro¬ 
gressed in the same manner. Any Arabian parts, 
and the dragon's head, can also be progressed 
the same way. All major progressions are indi¬ 
cated on Figure 46. 

Always read a progressed planet's position 
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against that of the natal planets. In other words, 
progressed planets in relationship to natal planets 
point to future events. For interpretation, use the 
same type of aspects that were explained i n Chap¬ 
ters 4, 5 and 6. The progressed and transiting posi¬ 


tion of planets th rough the different houses of the 
chart is discussed in Chapter 18. In Chapter 20, 
where the complete reading of a chart is given, 
progressions are interpreted to show the timing 
of actual events. 


Minor Arc 


For a minor arc, utilize the new position of the 
Moon. In our example case, on the 7th, the Moon 
was at 0° Sagittarius 50', and ten days later, on the 
17th, it was at 6° Aries 42'. The difference is 4 signs 
05°52\ The figure of the minor arc stands for 
November 7, 1982, which is ten years later. In 
order to find the position for the Moon for ten 
years and one month, you would have to find the 
difference in the Moon's motion between the 
seventeenth day and the eighteenth day; this dif¬ 
ference is 14°38'. (See Table 43.) Since 1° equals 
60', 14° must equal 840' — plus 38', for a total of 
878'. Divided by twelve months, this gives 73' or 
1°13' per month for the Moon. So, if you want to 
know where the Moon is for one year and one 
month , 1°13' has to be added to the arc of the 
Moon for the tenth year — showing that the 
Moon's arc would be 4 signs 07°05\ In other 


words, for any additional month, another 1 c 13' 
would have to be added. From one day to the next 
the Moon will move anywhere between 11°48' to 
15°19\ Minor progressions are applied to natal 
planets and natal house cusps. 

Major progressed planetary positions with ac¬ 
companying aspects only set the stage or point a 
finger toward a coming event during a given year. 
The minor progressed position of a planet will 
narrow the timing, but remember that without the 
transits, none of these aspects can be activated. 
Transits are the current planetary positions given 
in an ephemeris; these act as the triggers that 
activate an event. 

Of the ten planets, the Moon is the fastest. It 
transits the entire twelve signs once in a little less 
than a month. Therefore this planet is the most 
important significator.
